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Well I’d never heard of Bitchslap till I kopped hold of a copy of their demo CD (cheers Rads !) .. Power 
packed music with sharp , harsh vocals this all female band give it to you straight so I decided that an interview 
was definadey in order ! So off went some questions and back came the answers , kindly supplied by vocalist 
Rads .... So sit back and read on ... 

So Rads when and why did Bitchslap get together ? 

Bitchslap started as a dream I had many years ago. I used to go to so many shows where I was the only girl in 
the room and I caught mysell dreaming of having my own band with just girls in it. I searched for what seems 
like forever and I finally found genuine , dedicated girls who weren’t dumb bitches and didn’t give a sliit about 
anytliing else apart from rocking the fuck out and having a laugh. We started out as a 3 piece (drums/bass & 
vocals) in January 2004 and recorded our first demo in 2006. 

And where’d the name Bitchslap come from ? 

We had several ideas for a band name (all very lame and not worth mentioning) and then a friend suggested 
for our demo cover a picture ol me bitchslapping a big old boy so the name Bitchslap sprung to mind and we 
just all agreed it was perfect. 

Had any of you been in hands before getting involved with Bitchslap ? 

IjjuIou our guitarist was in school bands and has been playing the guitar since she was 15 but had nevr really 
had the opportunity to be in a serious band. I played guitar in a Clash cover band when I was 15 and in a band 
called Bullsliit Authority who never even got a chance to play a single gig but we had lots of fun ! I recorded 
backing vocals/guest vocals on a few ol my friends bands CD’s and Niesh has been jamming with friends for 
the last 7 years but never part ol a band and dial’s as far as our past experience goes ! Kelly our drummer 
started drumming from scratch especially for Bitchslap. I remember saying to her “I wanna do an all girl band 
are you in” - she said she’d love to but couldn’t play - I dien said yeah but you can learn and she was like ok 
dien and she fuckin’ did , totally from scratch ! She’s done years of dancing also so she’s got a natural sort of 
groove to her anyway which is just so perfect for Bitchslap. 

What’s the line up of the band and who does what ? Has there been any changes in the line up since you got 
together ? 

Hie line up is Rads - Vocals , Keeks - Drums , Loulou - Guitar and Niesh - Bass. Our good friend Rachel 
started up wirfi us on guitar and helped us out a lot getting our sound together. She decided it wasn’t for her 
though and we got Loulou on guitar 2 months before recording our first demo - sadly our old bass player 
decided to part ways recendy but our girl Niesh stepped up to die plate and is die perfect addition to 
Bitchslap. 

What bands do you listen to and which would you say most influence your sound / attitude ? 

Our influences are extremely varied. Musically my biggest influences are Cock Sparrer , The Exploited , bad 
Brains , Circle Jerks , The Ramones , Agnostic Front , Warzone .. to me it doesn’t matter how technical a 
band is as long as you can feel die energy and passion sliining through , it inspires me. Our drummer loves 
Skidrow and Tina Turner , our guitarist loves L7 , our bass player loves Bulldoze and some obscure Metal 
| stull ol which the names alone give me goosebumps they’re dial disgusting ! - I love cheesy French Pop music 



and Gospel - we just love music regardless of any labels people stick on it , if it makes us twist and shake our 
ass we love it !! Vocally , Neglect , Wisdom In Chains , Everybody Gets Hurt are 3 great bands widi deep , 
powerful and yet melodic vocals - there’s nodiing worse than singers who just scream for die sake of it , these 
guys mean it from the heart and can actually Ilex some vocal chord. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their ideas come from ? 

I write all die lyrics and my inspiration comes from day to day life and my disgust in some vile specimens of 
die human race. I am a pretty pissed off person basically and it’s a great way for me to let it all out and get my 
message across as in real life people don’t wanna hear it. I have come to learn dial not many people can 
handle die trudi when it slaps them across the face so I just let me lyrics do it for me. 



Do you fin d it easy to come up with new lyrics ? Do you write new stuff on a fairly regular basis ? 

For as long as die world hosts fakes , backstabbers , slags , groupies , hypocrites , money and tame hungry 
cunts dien I’ll keep writing. Usually a line or sometimes just a word pops into my head and around diat I build 
a dieme for a song. 

Have you got a favourite Bitchslap song ? if so , which one and why ? 

“I Know Who I Am” holds a special place in our heart , we call it die Bitchslap andiem because it’s so 
important to know who you are in life and always be proud ol where you’re from , what you’ve achieved and 
what you stand for. So many people have got no sell respect , no pride , no dignity - the most important diing 
for us is to always be true to ourselves , no matter what. So many people change face according to who’s 
around or what enviroment diey’re in - I’m always die same whedier am sitting on a toilet or standing in a 
room full of people , so many people put on an act and pretend to be someone else - it’s sickening. 

Have you played many gigs ? With the likes of who ? How have they gone ? 

We’ve played less dian 10 gigs and every single one ot diem has been a blast - we have been lucky to share a 
stage widi some of die best UK Punk/Hardcore bands such as Ninebar , Insurgent , Knuckledust , Injury 
Time , Resdess Youdi , Armed Response Unit , Hellbent Diehard , The Deathskulls , My Cross To Bare , 
Pointdown .. the response to our live performances has been great so far and we have loved every minute ol it. 
Has there been a standout gig so far ? 




For me the first one definadey , at die ’12 Bar Club’ in Denmark Street , die place was packed and we had 
great tun , in fact everytime we played the ’12 Bar’ it’s always been amazing because of the great atmosphere of 
the club and the fact that die stage is too small for me means I can be on die same level as die crowd , wliich I 
love. 

If you had the chance to paly with any band (past or present) who would it be and why ? 



Cock Sparrer because diey are die best band ever , Gundog and we would cover “Smelly Cunt”, Warzone 
because diey were such a big inspiration in my life and diey carried such a great message , Wisdom In Chains 
because diey are the best band around at die moment - dieir CD “Die Young” is a must for any Punk / 
Hardcore sing-a-long lover and diey are genuine hard working guys who have been instrumental to Hardcore 
with so many good bands and dieir music makes us very happy , Sub - Zero and Everybody Gets Hurt from 
New York because diey rock harder than anyone else. Urbanos , a female fronted Old School Hardcore band 
from Argentina because diey know about Old School and do it well , Slick Scratch , an all girl Japanese Metal 
band even diough dieir music is very different from ours diey kick ass and it’s so amazing for a bunch of 
Japanese girls to sound so brutal , No Redeeming Social Value and Murphys Law would be a good laugh ! 
What do you think of the current UK Hardcore / Punk scene ? And what bands around today do you rate ? 
We’re talking about 2 different scenes. And widiin those 2 scenes even more micro scenes. The diing that 
strikes me most is the lack of unity between Punk and Hardcore. So many young kids are into Metal and get 
into Hardcore dirough Metal diey have got no affinity with Punk whatsoever which to me is inconceivable but 
I can understand where they’re coming from. I would like to see more Punks at hardcore shows and more 
hardcore kids at Punk shows - I remember going to gigs where everyone was together , having a great time 
getting drunk and just having fun - nowadays it’s a bit too much about wearing the right clodies , talking to die 
right people and busting the right moves if you get me - I like shows where no one gives a fuck about anytliing 
else but the music and having a good time wliich is why Punk shows are great because die Punk scene has still 
managed to keep some of diat “Don’t give a fuck attitude”. There are many bands coming out of the UK 
Hardcore scene at die moment , the bands diat have been around f or years like Ninebar , Knuckledust , 
Divide , Diction and Special Move are a source of inspiration for many kids and more and more young kids 


are getting involved and keeping die scene alive. We’re starting to see more girls show an interest in being in 
bands too wliich is great. We rate Injury Time a lot , Insurgent , a female fronted kick-ass band from Glasgow 
The Burning Scars Of Betrayal with ex-members of Divide and Hellbent Die Hard from Soudi London. 



What do you reckon are the best and worst things about the UK scene ? 

Best tiling is diat there are a lot of people involved in putting on shows and bringing bands from all over to 
give an opportunity to the kids to discover new bands all the time. "Hie fact diat more bands keep popping up 
is pretty cool too even if some of diem are far from great it’s good to have people do somediing constructive 
and moving the scene forward. Worst tilings are venues closing down , lack ol decent venues , lack ol decent 
beer in few available venues , too much fasliion , lack ol integrity and honesty , backstabbing and shit talking , 
jealousy and being a cunt in general. There is no unity amongst anyone Just a crew ol people dictating rules 
onto die kids and kids following them like sheep. Some people who actually care about the music are scared 
away from going to shows bacause others try to intimidate diem by starting hate campaigns , or deciding they 
are not cool enough to be seen with and it’s a real shame to see young kids at a show once and never come 
back. Everyone should be given the same opportunity to enjoy diemselves - at die end ol the day they pay to 
get in and those intimidating fuckers don’t and people need to realise diat you don’t build a scene on hate and 
bullying without having it die on you every 5 years and dien having to start all over again. It happened to the 
London Hardcore scene in 2000. It’s happening again right now , the foundation ol die scene should be 
integrity , respect and honesty not fame and scene points seeking. 

And how do you see things going in the future ? 

I’m not a fortune teller but I can see Bitchslap indicting a lot of pain on the UK scene. 

You’ve not long released a great demo , are you happy with the end result ? What kinda feedback you had on 
it so far ? 

We have been so priveliged to get such amazing feedback on our first demo. We are London’s most hated 
but everyone else in the world seems to be enjoying our music so we must be doing something right. So many 
people have got stereotypes about girls and we shut them all up - we had so many people saying girls 
shouldn’t be in a band , girls know fuck all about music , girls can’t play their instruments etc ... when we 



started the band. But as soon as they heard our songs , they actually said “fair play tliis is pretty awesome” so 
we made our point. We are really happy with the demo - we are nearing 1 ,000 ‘Meatdrop’ demo’s in 
circulation all over the world at the moment and to us it’s a massive acliievement considering some of us learnt 
their instruments from scratch - the road to actually being able to play a full song from start to end has been a 
long and bumpy one but it’s all worth it. I am so overwhelmed whenever anyone comes up to me or emails 
me to say I am an influence to diem and diat my lyrics have inspired diem to do somediing better and be a 
better person because tliis is exacdy why I am doing diis , to inspire people and especially girls to unite and 
stop bitcliing and back-stabbing each odier all the time and have die confidence to pick up instrument and 
rock the fuck out - we are very proud of everything we have acliieved so far. 

Are there any plans to release anything in the near future ? 

We have just finished recording 4 new tracks , including a cover of “I Got Your Number” by Cock Sparrer 
wliich will be released very soon. We’re so excited about tliis release because we have grown so much as a 
band in the 6 months since the first demo - we have acliieved an incredible sound , I am so proud of all die 
hard work my girls have put into diis , hopefully everyone who loved the first demo will love diis just as much 
as we do. 

If you were putting on a gig and had to have 10 bands who would they be and why ? 

Everybody Gets Hurt , Carnivore , Neglect , Sub Zero , Wisdom In Chains , Billy Club Sandwich , Murphys 
Law , The Filaments , Divide and Bitchslap . Because diis would be a sick line-up. 



Whats next for Bitchslap ? 

Our new release should be out for cliristmas after wliich we will start touring all over Europe. We have been 
so lucky to have got so many bands/promoters offer us shows all over die place now dial we’re ready and 
we’ve got a strong solid set list we can make it happen. People in Europe , especially Germany and Austria , 
have shown us so much respect and loyalty I can’t wait to go and party with them ! After that we’ll see where 
our music takes us !!

Well some of you might of caught Last Laugh on their split with The Fat Skins on ‘Step-1’ but if not 
don’t worry ‘cos they’ve not long released a great CD on ‘American Defense Records’ called 
“Memories Not Forgotten” .. So liking what I heard I dropped Mike a quick line to ask if he’d be up 
for an interview .. 

Right Mike , you ain’t long released a great full length on ‘American Defense Records’ , how’s that 
doing ? And What’s the feedback been like on it so far ? 

So far it’s been great and it was long overdue. We were glad to get this release out and the response has 
been good feedback so far. 

What’s your personal opinion on it ? And how do you think it compares to your previous releases ? 

Personally I’m happy with the album , there’s always gonna be a little shit you would change but fuck it , 
it’s like me - rough around the edges. It’s defmatley a little harder than our other releases seeing as we had a 
new guitarist and bassist join us who are in some Hardcore bands around town. Paul and Keith brought a 
little heavier and harder music sound but it’s still straight up Oi! , in your face Last Laugh style. 

What else have you released to date ? And where can people get hold of the CD ? your merch ? 

We released a split CD with The Fatskins on ‘Step-1’ in 2004 called “Welcome To Arizona”. And in this 
last year we came out on a Az. Hardcore comp, called “American Skinheads Armed With The Truth” , and 
‘8 Piece Records’ comp. “Till They All Come Home”. We also just released our full CD called “Memories 
Not Forgotten” on ‘American Defense Records’ a couple of months ago. You can still find “Welcome To 
Arizona” online I think and our new CD at the ‘American Defense Records’ website. You can also get it 
through me at — www.mvspace.com/arizonalastlaugh along with shirts and shit. 

Are there any plans to release anything else in the not too distant future ? 

Yeah we’re actually gonna release a cover 7” on ‘American Defense’ later this year and another 7” of older 
recordings on ‘Criminal Mischief Records’ and in the next month we got a song coming out on a ‘Street 
Anthem Records’ sample comp. , so keep a look out for them. 

I see on your My Space page that you’ve called it a day , is this a permanent thing Mike or just 
temporary ? 


For right now it’s permanent. I got a new project I’m starting up right now and want to devote my time to 
that band. It’s another Oi! band and it’s gonna fuck shit up. 

Going back , when and why did Last Laugh form ? And where’d the name come from ? 

I started Last Laugh when I quit playing drums for this fuck around band 1 had been in called Oigasm. I got 
together with Jesse and we decided to make something more serious. We decided on the name Last Laugh 
cause it was catchy as heel and I came up with it cause we’re the kind of guys in no matter what situation in 
life we want the Last laugh. We all felt the same about it and it stuck. 

What’s the current line up ? Has it changed much over the years ? 

This line up has changed I think , 25 times. Jesse and I were the original members but Jesse left for about a 
year at one point and then returned. The last line up was me on vocals , Juan on bass , Justin on guitar , Eric 
on guitar and Jeff on drums. 



Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their ideas come from ? 

I write the music and lyrics. I just write about my life , my struggles and my inner demons , oh ! and you 
can’t forget about love , Ha ! 

Have you got a favourite Last Laugh song ? If so , which one and why ? 

Yeah , I’d have to say either “Caught In The Middle” or “United Front”. I just like the lyrics , I wrote a lot 
on both songs and the music backs it up. 

Do you find it hard to come up with new lyrics ? . 

Fuck no ! Shit just flows out of me. You know how life is , something always comes up and especially when 

you’re dealing with women. . 

Have you played many shows ? With the likes of who ? And has there been a favourite to date . 

Yeah in the last couple of years we did quite a bit , before I think we were just focused on drinking an 
played like 5 shows in 5 years. We’ve played with Vice Squad , Pressure Point , The Fatskins , Soldier 76 , 
Patton’s Legion , U.S. roughnecks , Nuts & Bolts , Strongarm & The Bullies , Tried And True and the list 
goes on and on. I’d have to say I probably enjoyed when we had Nuts & Bolts , Strongarm & The Bullies 
and U.S. Roughnecks down to play in Tucson , Az. 

From the bands you’ve played with which have really impressed you ? 

I really think Strongarm & The Bullies are a good band and Nuts & Bolts definatley put on a good s ow. 

Are there any bands that you haven’t played with but would like to ? 

Niblick Henbane would take the cake and The Adicts. ... . ,, 

What’s the scene like in your hometown ? Arizona as a whole ? Are there any local bands we shou 





know about ? 

4 It’s dead here. There’s a little scene but it’s more a bunch of dumbass’ in a popularity contest , people not 
caring about the scene just wanting to be seen where it’s cool. It was big a couple of years ago but things 
died down but hopefully it will start coming back. As far as bands go look out for my new band soon cause 
we’re bringing back the true sound , fuck all these new poppy Oi! bands. 

And what’s your fave venue locally ? Just in case I ever make it to Arizona ! 

Venue ? I’d probably say Vaudervilles and hit me up if you come to town , we’ll get a drink. 

And what’s your thoughts on the current American scene ? How would you like to see it go in the 
future ? 

Personally I think there is a lot of good bands releasing some good shit and the scene seems to be picking up 
again. I’m not fond of this new pop Oi! sound many bands seem to be doing , it’s the same old weak shit. 

I’d like to see the scene grow stronger and stop with all the drama shit , you know all the circles talking shit 
about each other. He said this or she said that , who give’s a fuck it’s all rionsense. 

What do you think the best and worst things are about the scene in America today ? 

Like I said before I think there are some really good bands coming about but then again there is a lot of pop 
shit. I also don’t like seeing that some Skins are trying to hide the fact that they are Nazi fucks by saying 
that they’re not racist , just patriotic and proud. Good for them but don’t use it as an excuse to hide the fact 
that you’re an ignorant bigot , if that’s your stance don’t hide it , cowards ! 

What bands would you say have influenced you / the band the most ? 

Combat 84 , The 4 Skins , Condemned 84 , all the old classics along with Bonecrusher , Boot Party , the 
Templars , Pist ‘N’ Broke , Moloko Men , all kinds of bands. 

What’s the plans for the band then Mike ? 

We’ll probably call it a day and just release a couple more albums of good unheard Last Laugh songs to get 
them out in circulation. 

Any messages ? 

Thanx for doin the interview and support and keep a lookout for the new band. Also thanx to all the 
motherfuckers out there who support the band and the scene and to all the bands keeping it alive. Cheers ! 

And cheers to you Mike for the interview , much appreciated mate. This last release was a fuckin’ 
corker , so I’m definatley looking forward to hearing more of Last Laugh ... And I’ll be keeping an 
eye out for the new band Mike , all the best with that mate , look forward to hearing ‘em in the near 
future. 
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Well Hollywood Gods are yet another Canadian band that are doing good things and once 
again I have to thank Mike of ‘Longshot Music’ for telling them to get in touch ... Well 
anyways on with the interview ... 

You ain’t long released a split 7” with Sound City Hooligans on ‘Longshot Music’ how’s 
that doing ? 

Yeah we just got the 7” out September 9 th on kick ass blue and white vinyl. Sound City 
Hooligans came out from Kamloops for the release show which was awesome. The 7” is doing 
well , it’s out in a few Calgary record stores and you can buy it from the ‘Longshot’ website. 

What’s your opinion on it and what kind of feedback you had on it ? 

We are really happy with the way it turned out. It looks and sounds great. Mike from ‘Longshot’ 
did a great job of the layout and artwork. It hasn’t been out for too long so we haven’t had a lot 
of feedback on it , but the feedback we have got has all been really good. 

How’d you get hooked up with ‘Longshot’ ? 

Well ‘Longshot’ works with a lot of Canadian bands. One of which , Rum Runner , we are good 
friends with. They told Mike to check out our tunes and a short time later we were talking to 
Mike about doing a record. The original idea was to do our own 7” but after hearing Sound City 
Hooligans wanted to do a 7” also Mike suggested we join forces and put out a split. 

Have you released anything else apart from the split single ? 

Not yet , but we are working on getting out an album featuring the 3 songs from the 7” , along 
with 7 other tracks which we recorded in May at Echo base Studio. Hopefully it will be available 
soon. 

Going back , how’d it all start ? When and why did the band form ? 

Well Jim , Nick and Grant had a band called The Touchers. Matt and Andrew would always 
come to watch them practice and eventually everybody started jamming together. This was when 
we were 14 and 15 years old. We started the band because it gave us something to do that was 
different from what every other high school kid was doing. And now , 2 years later , we’re still 
rockin’. 

And how’d you come up with the name Hollywood Gods ? 

Well Hollywood Gods is a song name from Jim’s brothers old band called The Casket Crew. The 
song is about all the bullshit surrounding the Hollywood scene and all the worship that goes 
along with it. We figured that it would make a kick ass band name so we stuck with it. 

What’s the line up of the band ? Has there been any changes in the line up ? 

In Jim , Grant and Nick’s original band The Touchers , Jim played drums , Nick played guitar , 
Grant played bass and our good friend Jamie sang. Jamie wasn’t really into Punk Rock as much 
as the rest of the band was so Jamie left. Matt joined as a second guitar , Andrew replaced Jim 
on drums and Jim moved up to the mic stand. The line up as of now is ; Jim on vocals , Grant 
on bass , Matt and Nick on guitar and Andrew on drums. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do they get their ideas from ? 

Usually Matt , Jim and Nick end up writing the songs. One of them will pitch an idea or 
something they have already written and the rest of us give suggestions. Ideas for songs come 
from everywhere. From things like Twilight Zone episodes and old gangster movies , to things we 
have experienced in life and sometimes it’s simply story telling. 

Have you got a favourite Hollywood Gods song ? 

We usually tend to like our newest songs the best. Not necessarily because they’re better than 
the others but because anything new is more exciting for us to play. 

Do you write new songs regularly ? How do new songs go down with the crowd at shows ? 

We are constantly coming up with new songs. It seems like every time the band gets together 
somebody has a new tune to play. A lot of our songs have chorus’s that are easy to pick up and 
sing along with. Most of our new songs can be sung at shows like you’ve known them all along 
even if it’s the first time we have ever played them outside the garage. 

What’s an average Hollywood Gods show like ? 

We play with as much energy as we can at every show. Whether it’s a sold out bar show or an 


empty basement we just have fun. In the end there is always’s a few broken mic stands and 
some unexpected bruises to remember it by. 

Have you got a favourite show from the one’s you’ve played so far ? 

Our favourite show we have played was The Castle Pub show for Rum Runner’s CD release 
party. The bar was sold out and it was one of our first shows. Another great show was when we 
got to open for The Vibrators. It was awesome to share the stage with a band that has such a 
long history in Punk. 

What’s the best place in Calgary to catch a show and have a beer ? 

The Castle Pub , The Underground and The Ship 86 Anchor are definatley awesome pubs to 
watch a band and have a pint. 

What’s the Calgary scene like ? Any other bands we should be looking out for ? 

The Calgary scene for the most part is good. Occasionally all ages shows will have low 
attendance , but with new , up ‘n’ coming bands with younger members the next generation is 
definatley on the rise. As for bands to look for .. Knucklehead , Rum Runner , The Von Zippers 
and The Martyr Index are just a few of the talented bands to come out of Calgary. These are 
definatley bands to check out if you haven’t already. 

And how about the Canadian scene as a whole ? What bands around Canada at the 
moment do you like ? 

The Canadian scene is as strong as ever. With bands like The Rebel Spell , Ripcordz , Hostage 
Life , Lets Dance , Wednesday Night Heroes and of course the band from the flip side of our 
record the Sound City Hooligans. There is an endless supply of awesome music being played in 
Canada. 

What do you think are the best and worst things about the current Canadian scene ? 

The music coming out of the Canadian Punk scene is great ! There is good music in every 
province. The only bad thing is that many people who are into Punk Rock do not know about it. 
These people only turn out to shows when big touring bands come through town and are 
unaware of the talented bands living in their same city. 

What are you currently listening to ? 

We all listen to different bands but some bands that we all like and have been rockin’ lately are 
The Bouncing Souls , Swingin’ Utters , Pogues , Street Dogs , US Bombs , The Undertones , New 
Town Animals , 7 Seconds and the list goes on and on. 

What’s next on the agenda for Hollywood Gods ? 

Right now we are planning to head up north to release our 7” in Edmonton and hopefully get the 
ball rolling with the full length album. We have a constant supply of new material so hopefully 
we will be back in the studio in early 2007. And if everything goes as planned we will be hitting 
the road after we finish off high school for some shows throughout western Canada. 

Any messages ? 

There is great music everywhere , you just need to find it. Go to the shows , support local music 
and have fun doing so. 

Well big cheers to the lads of Hollywood Gods for the interview , nice one !! Looking 
forward to hearing a full length from you guys sometime soon .. !!!!

Reazione 

Well as I’ve said in previous issues of die zine Italy has been responsible for giving us some great bands over 
die years and up diere with die best of them are Reazione ... a band who needs no introduction and a band 
that have given us some classic tracks over die years .. so over to Riccardo for die interview ... 


So , when did Reazione form and why ? And where did tbe name come from ? 

Reazione was formed in 1993 to shout out our rage in music and to have tun. Tbe name in English is a word 
like Reaction and it’s one natural reaction to tbe boredom that oppresses us everyday of real life. The lyric’s of 
our song “RE-A-ZIONE” explains better die meaning ..”We are like a running train / rage inside die 
instruments / and we’re busy just trying / to blow your crushed head up / fed up of the usual boredom / 
oppressing us everyday / drere’s no way out , there’s no exit / from die squalid road ol power / RlvA-ZJO-NR 
WE FUCK YOU AIT / you find faults widi our style / but what die bell do you care at all / we will spew on 
you / all tbe bile diat’s inside of us / false ideals;I’ve bad enough / bow bad your money stinks / do you know 
any other way / 1 need more and more energy / RE-A-ZIO-NE WE FUCK YOU ALL / I won’t listen to 
anybody / all is burning around us / tbe time to react is now / you can only count on yourself / you can only 
count on yourself !!!! 

What was the original line up ? And wbats the line up now ? 

The original line up was Ricky - Guitar and Vocals , Betty - Bass and Vocals and Yanez - Vocals. And die 
drummer has changed almost regularly every year. In 2000 Ivan arrived to play guitar with us. In October 
2003 Yanez left the band because of personal problems , Ricky and Betty still had tbe enthusiasm to carry on 
and diey decided to lind a new guitarist so Ricky could sing. The new and current line up is .. Ricky - Vocals , 
Betty - Bass , Ivan - Guitar and Filo - Drums. Ivan comes from Tornado and Censura (Punk Rock bands 
from Rimini) and Filo also plays widi I.S. (Ska Core band from Rimini). 

How would you say the current line up compares to previous ones ? 

Ricky has written all die music and a lot of die lyrics over die years , for diis reason maybe we can say we still 
have the same spirit. But die songs diat Ricky composes have been different from one anodier during tbe 13 
years. Ricky loves all die music diat comes from the early ‘80s , when be was young. For this reason our music 
is always a mix ol Punk , HC , Ska , Oi! and Wave Rock. Every new album diat we release is different from 
the previous one because diis is our nature. When Ricky writes the music be is influenced by liis experiences 
of that moment , die same goes for die lyrics. Real life i.e. .. fun , beer , friends , delusion , fights , love , sex , 
gigs , going on tour , work , problems with die pobce etc ... are die normal source ol inspiration of our songs. 
For die line up on stage we can say diat maybe now we are more Punk Rock dian in tbe past. But maybe tbe 
best tiling is diat you come to our gigs and create your own opinion. Sure you see some Skinheads and Punk 
Rockers on stage who drink a lot of beer and play Punk Rock music , all together widi tbe crowd ... 

1 know that you and Betty played in Klasse Kriminale , how did that come about ? And was it hard playing in 

2 bands at the same time ? 

For us it was a great experience to play widi Klasse Kriminale from 1 994-97 . So many gigs , all across Europe , 
a lot of fun and lots of new friends. Maybe at die time we dedicated to Klasse Kriminale some energy that we 
could have put into Reazione , but in reality with Reazione we were having some problems with Yanez’s health 
and we couldn’t do a lot because of diis reason. Tons of gigs and one double single , one bve album , some 
songs included in die ‘Best Of are die results of diis great period. At die end Marco Balestrino decided to 
change tbe line up without saying anytliing to us beforehand. Betty and Ricky didn’t like diis way ol doing 
tilings , we prefer to speak about any decision all togedier widi a pint of good beer. But sorry we forget , 

Marco Balestrino doesn’t drink alcohol lialialia !!! die only sad tiling is that maybe Marco used die name ol 
Reazione and our friends in Italy to play in tbe squats. You must know diat Reazione was the first Oi! band 



made up of Skinheads who could play in the squats in Italy in 1993 , when everyone thought that all 
Skinheads were Nazi’s. 


Had any of you been in bands before joining/forming Reazione ? 

Only Riccardo , who sung with Dioxina and played bass with Skins Army in die early ‘80s. (Phtotos of diese 
bands are in diis interview folks!!). Dioxina were from Rimini and at die time when Ricky was singing , Red 
was on guitar who later went on to play guitar widi Nabat on the “IJn Altro Giomo Di Gloria” album. Skins 
Army were from Faenza / Rimini and was a Skinhead band dial were violent and out of control .. 

Which bands do you listen to ? And which would you say have influenced Reazione ? 

All die bands coming from die early ‘80s like The Exploited , The Business , Cock Sparrcr , 4 Skins , The 
Adicts , Red Alert , Cockney Rejects , Last Resort , The Oppressed , Angelic Upstarts , Nabat , Sex Pistols , 
Anti Nowhere League , Peter & The Test Tube Babies , Splodgenessabounds , Ramones , Specials , Madness 
Bad Manners , Joy Divison , P.I.L. , Virgin Prunes , AC/DC , Iron Maiden , Saxon , The Jam , Secret Affair , 
Prisoner , Lyres , Barracudas etc ... 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their idea’s come from ? 

Riccardo and Yanez have written all die lyric’s of Reazione , Betty and Riccardo have written the lyrics ol only 
one song togedier “Mad About You”. We have answered about this before , our lyric’s are the natural 
reaction of different moments of our lives , nodiing more and nodiing less... We don’t have any idea’s or 
projects when we write die lyric’s , we only have die emotion inside us dial we want to express in music. You 
must know that Ricky and Yanez only studied at school until they were 14 years old , diey were guttersnipes 
and too out of control for going to school ... Maybe dial’s why our lyric’s are so rude and widiout die usual 
slogans. 

Do you have a favourite Reazione track ? If so , which one and why ? 

Yes , maybe our favourite song is “Alio Stadio” , it’s incredible for us diat we have released it .. we remember 
we had great inspiration in diat period .. at diat time Betty and Ricky were going to die stadium every Sunday 
to support Rimini football team. A lot of beer and fun , all togedier .. 




You’ve played loads of shows with great bands , have you got a favourite ? 

Maybe the one at Pommeret in France or in a small bar in Iimoges , or the first time at ‘Holidays In I he Sun’ 
in Morecambe or in Valencia in Spain or at Hagen with a lot of great German beer or maybe die last gig in 
Rimini .. sorry but we can’t decide , every time dicre is a great atmosphere dial is the best gig for us. 

From the bands you’ve played with , who has really impressed you ? 

Wattie of The Exploited lor energy , Red Alert for die right spirit and great alcoholic sessions , Peter & The 
Test Tube Babies and Max Splodge for spontaneous humour , Cock Sparrer for great songs that everybody 
sings along too , die Adicts for great Punk Rock shows , The Business for great andiems and lyrics , Mensi ol 
The Angelic Upstarts for die heart and passion ..

What do you think your best release is to date ? And how do you think your later releases compare to your 
earlier stuff ? 

Maybe we have already answered that question , lor us our best release is the single “Indelebile” and 
particularly the song “Alio Stadio”. About comparing our stuff , we like the first , we like the last ! It’s normal 
that every new song is different from the previous one. We play what we have inside us and it depends on our 
experience of real file. Every year gone , every new party , every new delusion , every new fight , every new 
drunk night , every new friend , every new gig , every new song we listen to , every new tattoo etc .. gives us the 
inspiration to release a new and different song. 

Have you got any releases in the pipeline ? 

A “Best Of reazione” will be out in December 2006 on CD , thanks to Christian of ‘ Anfibio Records’ from 
Cremona in Italy. Maybe we include some new songs on it ... Also “Proliibited” will be out soon on LP , 
thanks to a co-production of a few good / DIY labels from Europe. 

I understand that you’re touring with The Angelic Upstarts in October , are you looking forward to that ? 

We have postponed the tour until February 2007 probably without Mensi but with Cliris from Crashed Out 
on vocals. We are really happy to be touring with Gaz and the guys of The Upstarts. We have known Chris 
some time now , he seems a good guy .. but we are sincerley sad that Mensi won’t be there.. 

Italy has produced some great bands over the years .. Reazione , Klaxon , Klasse Kriminale , Basta , the Stab 
etc .. and today it’s still giving us great bands like Cervelli Stanki , Razzaparte , 4 Moors etc .. what do you 
think of the bands around in Italy today ? 

The new bands from Italy are good but maybe they have a lighter sound titan bands from the past. But for all 
the rest we think that the last generation of Punk/Oi! bands from Italy are really good , with the right mentality 
of respect and reciprocal support. We know them personally and we diink they are really good guys , great 
. respect for them.

What do you think of the current Italian scene ? How does it compare to when you first got into the scene ? 
The most important difference is die real life of everyday. In die early ‘80s in Italy diere wasn’t any tattoo 
studio’s and there weren’t many clubs or squats diat allowed our music. If we wanted to have a tattoo we had 
to go to England or Holland. Then when Nazi Skinheads invaded the scene all people hated us everywhere. 
Later in 1985 die punks hated Skinheads , die Mods hated Skinheads and Punks , everything was dead. Now 
die atmosphere is more relaxed and the Punk and Skinhead scene is united again. We prefer so much this 
period of die Italian scene. 

And what do you think of the world scene ? And how would you like to see it go in the future ? 

We diink die scene is generally more mature , many people know the sense ot polidcal idealogy in real life. 
There are many people who love Punk music and support it. We want to see one world ol Skinheads and 
Punks living in freedom widi Mensi represented by a big statue in a big square ... 

What’s the best CD or LP that you’ve heard recendy ? 

Ricky - the CD compilation “Dirty Punk Sampler” from ‘Dirty Punk Records’ 

Betty - 1 don’t have much time to listen to music at die moment because of work mosdy , but I’m eager to get 
my hands on the latest Red Alert album “Excess All areas” ! 

Ivan - The last album just out now alter die re-union of The New York Dolls 
Filo - “Hormone Airline” by Hormonauts. 

What’s next for Reazione ? 

To stay alive , not to go to prison and to play as many gigs as possible everywhere in the world , compatabile 
widi the usual problems of work and money , sorry. 

Any messages ? 

We are only two Skinheads and some Punk Rocker’s on stage. Why diere is in the scene some stupid 
behaviour like envy and abuse of power , like in die stupid world diat we say to hate ? why ? why ? why ? Put 
diese squalid people out of our world. The only great power of die Punk and Skinhead scene is respect and 
reciprocal support. The old songs talk about diat “I believed in diem , don’t you believe in us ?” - “Where 
Are They Now” by Cock Sparrer and “Same old story will you ever see the light ?” - “Real Enemy” by The 
Business. When we are sad and feel down we read the old lyric’s and everydiing becomes clear. Thanks so 
much to Sean for die great work and for giving us die opportunity to appear in your ‘Oi! Warning’ Fanzine ! 


And cheers to Ricky and Reazione for the interview ... much appreciated mate !! Looking forward to hearing 
the new CD when it comes out !!! All the best for the future and hope to catch Reazione live someday !!!

Well after a few swappings of emails and checking out The Pukes My Space page I thought that it’d be a good idea to 
interview ‘em .. And after Mike sent me their CD/DVD I think it was a wise decision I! Cus I reckon they’re a great band 
with a great attitude .. anyways let’s on get on with the interview .. which for the record could quite possibly be one of 
the longest ever on record hahaha .. take it away Mike ... 

Might as well start at the beginning Mike , so The Pukes kinda grew out of your one man show didn’t they ? 

The Pukes grew more out of my solo recordings really ! I started recording songs in about 1997 and then I found wanted to 
perform the songs live ! Since I’d recorded the songs using a drum machine I’d also perform the songs with a drum machine with me 
playing guitar and doing the vocals. Kez doing additional vocals and Xanataph played the bass ! Both Kez and Xanataph had made 
contributions to some of the recordings and were quite keen to see them brought to life. So it was a band really , though with a 
drum machine rather than a drummer. This outfit was called ‘Mike Puke & The Revolting Peasants’ , so I suppose this was really the 
earliest version of The Pukes. I had played solo twice before in the past , though it was just me and guitar and it was before I d 

started recording. _ 

Before that you were in Dead Centre , what made you go solo ? And how’d your one man routine go down at shows 
Dead Centre first formed in 1 988 as a four piece and lasted until sometime in late 1 990. When we broke up I moved into the country 
and lived in a bach by the Riwaka river. In 1993 I bought a drum kit with the intention of learning drums and then recording my own 
songs ! Though that never happened , as Dead Centre’s drummer started coming out and jamming with me ! After a wee while t e 
bassist started coming out too , so Dead Centre ended up reforming as a 3 piece , with me and the drummer sharing the vocal 
duties So the solo recording idea kind of went out the window and Dead Centre ended up lasting as a ten year old band. By 1997 
was living in a house truck/caravan combo on the same farm as the bach and I was writing lots of songs. I was wntmg more songs 
than what Dead Centre could handle so I revisited the idea of recording the songs on my own. I bought the cheapest 4 track I could 
find and had a go at recording some songs. These songs were just guitars and vocals. I found I enjoyed recording these and 
decided I’d like to try recording them with drums and bass. So because I was living in a house truck/caravan combo wrth limited 



room , and for simplicity , I bought a drum machine instead of real drums. I also bought a cheap guitar and one of those new 
fangled digital 8 tracks that were starting to appear by then. I also bought a stand alone CD writer to go with the 8 track recorder , 
so I had a medium with which to save and release the songs on. A lot of this was done using solar power , as the truck wasn’t 
hooked up to the grid. I did the guitars in a farmers kiwifruit packing shed though , as the inverter couldn’t handle the guitar amps. I 
wasn’t really doing one man shows at this point , though the couple of times I gave it a go it went down surprisingly well. 

. So when exactly did The Pukes come to be and where’d the name come from ? 

When I first started recording I initially recorded 3 albums under different names , which were “Adipocere’’ , “Xarg” and “Jenny’s 
Revolting Peasants". I ended up compiling the best of these songs onto one CD , so I didn’t have to bum 3 CD’s all the time or print 
3 covers etc .. So I was faced with the dilemma of what to call this album. I ended up calling it “PUKE it’s Adipocere , Xarg And 
Jenny’s Revolting Peasants!’’. I decided I liked the name ‘Puke’ and adopted it as my name. The first time these songs were 
performed live with the name ‘Puke’ would have been in 1999 I think , in Nelson as Mike Puke And The Revolting Peasants. In 2001 
I moved to Dunedin and played some gigs with the drum machine , me doing vocals and guitar , no bass and Kez and Gaylene doing 
additional vocals. This outfit was called Puke And The High Chords. We did a few gigs like this and people just started calling us The 
Pukes for short , which we thought sounded good , so we changed the name to that. 

The band has had a few comings and goings over the years , can you run us through them Mike and tell us what the current line up 
is and who does what ? 

Ok , first up in 1999 , in Nelson was Mike (Guitar/Vocals) , Kez (Additional Vocals) and Xanataph (Bass) and we used a drum 
machine. Then me and Kez moved to Dunedin and it became Mike (Guitar/Vocals) and Kez and Gaylene (Additional Vocals) also 
with the drum machine but no bass.Garth , who was doing sound for us one night then joined up on bass/backing vocals. Then due 
to health reasons Gaylene had to quit. We then advertised for a drummer and Sam joined up on drums. This line up was the most 
stable (2002-2005) until Garth quit. We then got Dan on bass , who lasted for 4 gigs. Then Garth re-joined again temporarily to 
play some gigs that were already booked , along with Alice who joined up alongside Kez doing more vocals. Alice played a few gigs 
with us but had to quit as her throat couldn’t handle it. Once Garth was gone again we then got Liam on bass/backing vocals. So the 
current line up is - Mike (Guitars/Vocals) , Sam (Drums) , Liam (Bass/Backing Vocals) and Kez (Additional Vocals). 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their ideas come from ? 

I've written all the lyrics so far , apart from a couple of ex Dead Centre songs that had input from the other members. Though I 
tended to write a lot of the songs back then too I Idea’s come from everywhere really , including my own experiences , what I see on 
TV , newspapers and all of the other strange shit that occurs on this planet that I get to hear about. I tend to write a lot more when 
we have a right wing government (The National Party , the equivalent to your Conservative Party) in power. Those fuckers just piss 
me off so much that I start writing more and more songs about any shit that pisses me off ! 



The lyrics are very varied and some serious and some funny as fuck .. are they hard to write ? 

Some songs come easy as fuck , but some others tend to need a bit of work done on them until I’m happy. I suppose they all come 
about in different ways. Yeah , some songs are serious and some are just sick humour. Though the sick humour songs usually have 
an underlying serious message to them as well , you just have to be a bit more canny to work out what it is. Indeed , some people 
don’t... 

, Have you got a favourite Pukes song ? If so , which one and why ?

I don’t really think I could narrow a favourite song down to one , though I'll rattle a few off that’d be among my favourites. There’d 
be “Eye In The Sky” , “Politician” , “Blow Up The Beehive” , “I Am A Fly” , "Jenny’s Glasses” , “Eviscerate Old Granny” , “Jon And 
Rex” , “I’m Not Human" , “I’m Glad I’m Mad” , “Babies Are Horrible” , "This Is The Day" , "I Wanna Fuck The Queen” , “Big Fat 
Rats” , "I’m A Pig" , "Chicken Fucker” , “Fascist Wanker” , “Necrophilia” and “Human Race”. Haha , sorry about that long list but 
that was about as far as I could condense it down to. I like these songs just for the way they came to exist , what they’re about , how 
they sound to me , how the punters react to them and also just for the fact that some of them are getting quite old now and are like 
old friends to me. 

Do you play many gigs ? On a regular basis ? 

Yeah , we play fairly regularly , though not like a hard working professional band or anything. We’d probably tend to play on 
average about once every two to four weeks when we’re up and running quite well. This year’s been a bit quiet though , what with 
training up new members and members being busy with other bands and projects. We’ve got a few gigs coming up in the next few 
weeks though , including ‘Punkfest’ in Christchurch. 

Have you got a favourite show so far ? 

I don’t think I could really pick out a favourite show as most of them are enjoyable in different ways. Some of the bigger shows , 
such as the ‘Punkfests’ (Wellington and Christchurch) were enjoyable because there were more people there and they were out of 
town gigs , which is always fun. I also enjoy the quieter local shows too , just as an enjoyable night out where I also get to perform. 

I also enjoy playing the occasional solo show with the drum machine. It’s quite fun to have the complete freedom of being up on the 
stage and just on my own. The craziest show would have to be an all ages when I was in Dead Centre during the mid 1 990’s or so. 

All the kids went wild , and there were kids crawling around in the rafters of the roof above us ! And it wasn’t exactly a low roof ! 
Hahaha , must be about the only gig I’ve played where the punters were above us ! The weirdest gig would have to be on the West 
coast of the South Island , in a tiny little one horse town called Stillwater. This was with Dead Centre too , sometime in the mid 
1 990’s or so. It was at a biker dubrooms and we were going down really well , with all this cheering and clapping going on after 
every song. Then we played a cover of Black Sabbaths “Paranoid” which totally ripped , it would’ve been the best we’ve ever played 
it , really fast and really tight. When we finished playing it , there wasn’t a single sound from anyone in the audience at all , total 
silence , you could hear a pin drop. Not one single sound or utterance or movement at all. So we played another song and then 
everything went back to normal again , with the usual cheering and clapping. I still don’t know to this day whether they liked our 
version of “Paranoid” or hated it. Still , we got out of the place alive , so I suppose they must have liked it ! I thought that was 
pretty fuckin’ weird though , I’ve never heard of anything like it since , before it or after it. Then there was the time when the power 
was turned off by the promoter half way through our first song .. I don’t think I have any weird stories of Pukes gigs. Gigs just seem 
to go pretty well .. 

What’s the scene like in New Zealand ? Dunedin ? ... Cos I’ve gotta be honest and say I’ve never really heard of any N.Z. bands 
before ? 

Haha , well weren’t you lucky to stumble across us lot then ??!!! Well , New Zealand has shitloads of Punk and Alternative type 
bands , especially for the size of the population , which is around 4,000,000 people. Everyone would probably agree that the scene 
is more vibrant in the North Island , which has the largest percentage of the population living there with more and bigger towns to 
tour and play gigs at. The Pukes hail from the bottom of the South Island , which is probably about the worst place to be if you want 
to be in a band that likes to tour lots , haha and the North Islanders like to constantly keep reminding us of that. I’m sure of lot of 
them have superiority complexes ! But the South Island is a great place to be if you enjoy living in a place with a sparse population , 
great scenery and a slower , less artificial-type style of life and cheaper living. So yeah , New Zealand has a cool enough Punk 
scene , though there is of course your usual concoction of egotists , elitists , arse lickers and conservative fucks that wouldn’t even 
be into Punk Rock in any form if it wasn’t for the fact that it is now just another popular mainstream genre of music. Though I’d be 
willing to bet that it’s the same anywhere in the world , now that Punk Rock is just another mainstream musical commodity. There’s 
way too many people who wank on about ‘musical ability’ and completely miss the point that it’s really all about attitude. Punk Rock 
was a reaction to elitism and ‘musical ability’ in the first place. As far as I’m concerned anyway !! haha , as far as the Dunedin Punk 
scene’s concerned , the coolest people of the lot are the people that come to out gigs and can understand what The Pukes are 
about and who don’t walk out shaking their heads in some form of confused bewilderment. There are lots of venues in Dunedin , so 
there’s never any shortage of places to play or bands to go and see. It’s also always fun to go for a trip up to Christchurch now and 
then to play a gig. Christchurch is the biggest city in the South Island and tends to be very receptive to our particular brand of Punk 
Rock , more so than Dunedin , which tends to favour more musically adept professional type bands , being after all a university town 
where it seems just like about everybody goes through the university’s music course. But I think that goes for much of New 
Zealand... 

What other bands should we be looking out for from your part of the world (apart from the mighty Pukes!) ? 

Haha , the mighty Pukes ? Dunno about that ... I’d suggest the best thing to do for anyone who wants to hear more bands from 
New Zealand is go to My Space and search for ‘New Zealand’ and ‘Punk’ in the My Space band search engine. At the moment 
there’s about 65 pages of New Zealand bands that have listed themselves as ‘Punk’. I’m a bit loathe to personally name any bands , 
because there’s lots I could mention and some I won’t. It’s probably just best for the individual to go have a look and listen to the 
bands that appeal to them personally. 

What bands would you say have most influenced you/The Pukes ? Musically and otherwise . . . 



The bands that have influenced me the most would have to be the UK Punk bands from the 1 977-1 982 era. For those of us who 
didn’t live in a main city , we didn't have many ways of discovering cool Punk bands from around the world. And we certainly 
couldn’t find many records in the record shops , unless we went for a trip to one of the main cities and bought some imports that 
were available ! There were some records from the 1 976 - 1978 era available , though I actually managed to find a copy of a brand 
new pre ‘Alternative Tentacles’ release of The Dead Kennedy’s “Fresh Fruit For Rotting Vegetables" in a shop when I was about 14 , 
which my dad bought for me and which I still have today ! A few others found their way here too , but there weren’t many. The Punk 
bible for me though , was a UK Punk magazine called “Punk Lives” which was actually available here in New Zealand during the 
early 1980’s. This magazine introduced me to such bands as G.B.H. , Vice Squad , Discharge , Subhumans , Conflict , Blitz , Crass , 
The 4 Skins and The Business etc etc .. I would then order a lot of these bands records direct from the UK from a place called ‘Small 
Wonder Records’ , which cost me an arm and a leg ! First the price of the record , then postage , which was about the same price as 
the record and then customs would quite often charge me another 75% on what I'd already spent. So I suppose The Pukes would be 
best described as a bit of a mish mash of those bands mentioned above. A kind of fucked up cocktail of first wave Punk , Oil and 
Anarcho Punk Rock with a hefty dash of Puke ! Though I didn’t start playing guitar or form a band until years later , when I was 23 , 
in 1 988. Oh yeah , and all the songs are kept simple , we just concentrate on energy rather than the twiddly bits. It also makes it 
easier and quicker for new members to learn the songs when the time arises , as well as the fact that the songs are performed with 
the drum machine from time to time , so it’s easier to keep both versions much the same. And if the songs are kept short and 
simple it also means we can play more of them in our set. Basically , the songs are written with their survival in the long term in 
mind. 



You’ve been into Punk and stuff for years , when did you first get into it ail and what got you into it ? 

I first discovered Punk Rock in 1979 at the age of 14. 1 ws into skateboarding and me and some friends had built a half pipe on a 
friends small farm in Richmond , a satellite town of Nelson. I first started hearing about Punk bands in ‘Skateboarder’ magazine , 
which was an American magazine that was available in New Zealand at the time. They started doing articles on the likes of Devo , 

Dead Kennedys and The Ramones. I already had a Devo tape that I liked , but had never heard any actual Punk Rock. Then one day I 
heard The Sex Pistols , 999 , Buzzcocks and The Members on a tape deck that a skater had brought along with him , while skating 
on his ramp in Nelson. Those were the first bands I had ever heard that made a real and lasting impression on me. Especially The 
Sex Pistols ! They must still be my favourite all time band. 

You're working on your debut full length , how’s that coming along ? Have you got a release date in mind ? And what can we expect 

? 

Our album is coming along rather slowly at the moment , due to the line up changes we’ve had this year. Late last year we went into 
the studio and recorded “Babies Are Horrible” for a UK compilation. While in the studio and due to the usual problem of money , me 
and Sam decided to run through most of our songs after recording “Babies” and just record the drum parts , as we’d only have to 
worry about Sam being happy with his drums which means we could just run through them quickly , therefore not costing too much. 
My old digital 8 track is only capable of recording 2 tracks at once , so we had the drums mixed into stereo with the idea of building 
up the rest of the band on that at home. I did my guitar parts on some of the songs , burthen our bassist left so they’ve just been 
sitting there collecting dust while we’ve been training up our new bassist. Our new bassist knows all the songs now , but we’ll let 
him get at least a few gigs under his belt before we continue on. So hopefully we’ll get the album finished sometime this century !! 
There should be about 20 songs , though because they’ll be finished off at home with my rather limited recording gear and ability , 
they'll be more D.I.Y. than “Babies”. But I reckon I can get them sounding ‘bearable’. I’ve just made a start on recording another 
solo album though , bu using The Pukes drum recordings by putting them into my computer and cutting and pasting them into new 
songs rather than using the drum machine. So that’ll sound a bit like The Pukes anyway and there’ll probably be some of those 
songs finished before any actual Pukes. Also , I was going to release a Dead Centre CD back in the 90’s , consisting of a full CD of 
studio and live recordings. I sent off a DAT to a CD manufacturer but they refused to make the CD as the staff found it too ‘offensive’ 
to handle ! So I asked for the DAT to be sent back , but they never did. And there was only the one copy ! Fuckers ! ! 

You have got a CD out called “Oh Shit ! It’s The Pukes” which I thought was a great listen , what kinda feedback you had on that ? 
And what’s your thoughts on it ? 

That particular CD is available either as a CD or a DVD. It consists of some live video footage from mainly about 2003 , though 
there’s a recent "Babies Are Horrible” on it from when we played live on ‘Crow TV' this year. With the CD version the videos are 
playable on computers and the soundtrack is playable on conventional stereo CD players. It’s just the usual quality of live footage 
when recorded with a video camera , though most songs aren’t too bad. It’s better than nothing I suppose , until we get some more 
recordings finished. Some people seem to like it well enough , you know , those who don’t mind raw but honest live recordings , 
though no doubt there’ll be those who'll cringe. We have another demo CD too , called “A Stab In The Ears For The Foolhardy” , 
which is shared with some of my solo stuff. It has the studio “Babies" , some live video/stereo footage from “Oh Shit” and some of 
my solo songs. 

If you could play with any band in the world (past or present) who would it be and why ? 

That’d probably have to be someone like The Beat;es or Elvis Presley , with the gig being performed back in their day. The reason 
for that would be to witness the priceless looks on the faces of the crowd when they’re confronted with the likes of us ! We all know 
how society reacted to The Sex Pistols back in the 1970’s , so I’d love to see the reaction from all the conservative people back in 
the 1950’s and 1960’s when their ears are assaulted with us lot , haha whether we’d survive the aftermath is another story though ! 
We’d probably get lynched ! Other than that I’d probably choose The Sex Pistols , because they’re the first band I ever heard that I 
really liked and I don’t think any other band has ever had the same impact on me , or the world , as they did , ever since. 

What do you think of the current state of Punk around the world ? And how do you see it going in the future ? 

I think the current state of Punk Rock is great. There’s more bands now than ever before and we now have the means to listen to 
them all. The only downside is all the watered down crap that the major labels are still trying to push onto people , but who gives a 
fuck about all that anyway. I just ignore it all totally. I think a lot of power is going to disappear from the major labels over time , as 
every band now has the means of getting themselves heard without having to resort to sucking the major label’s cocks. People in 
general now have access to all the worlds music rather than just the manufactured — to - sell diatribe that’s been dished up on 
commercial radio or TV and then rammed down our throats until they choke. People now have the means to decide what they like for 
themselves , without having some piece of shit played over and over at work and at home ad nauseaum until it’s imprinted on their 
psyche as surely as a major label axe imbedded deeply into their skull. 

What bands around do you rate ? 

The bands I rate today are all the thousands of bands and people across the world who are making music that they 1 00% believe in 
and love , whether it’s Punk music or whether it isn’t Punk music. As long as it’s genuine and honest then I can appreciate it for 
what it is. Most of the bands I listen to these days are the same bands I was listening to over 20 years ago and friends/bands I 
discover on My Space. There’s just so many awesome bands out there I couldn’t possible mention just a few of them. 

You’re on My Space , what do you think of it as a whole ? Think it’s a good idea ? Do you think it’s important for bands to have their 
own sites on the web ? 


I personally think My Space is about the best thing to have happened for bands in just about forever ! Everyone can put their music 
on it and everyone can have a listen to it. Certainly way more people get to listen to The Pukes now , since we’ve been on My Space 
, than ever before. And we get feedback from people too , which is always appreciated and gives me the encouragement to continue 
continueing on. I’ve met some great people over the last year and have made loads of genuine friends too , which is rather 
surprising for me , as I’m an unsociable bastard II So yeah , I’d have to say that My Space is a good idea , even though there’s 
some people who don’t like My Space because it’s ‘corporate’ , but hey , it doesn’t cost anything to be on so who gives a shit ? It’s 
free , so why not ? , otherwise you’d just be cutting off your nose to spite your face ! I think it’s important for bands to have a site 
on the web if they’d like to have their music heard by people. If they just like to make music and don’t really care if anyone ever 
gets to listen to it or not then I suppose it doesn’t really matter whether they have a site or not. 

What would you say are the best and worst things about todays scene ? 

I would say that the best things about todays Punk scene are all the people around the world that genuinely love Punk Rock , live 
and breathe it and who try to make a positive change to the way we're forced to endure our existence on this planet , whether it’s 
by direct action or trying to empower people from within with their music , art or thoughts. The worst thing about it would be all the 
trendy wankers who can’t handle or understand the likes of The Pukes and who bleat on about ‘musical ability’ rather than trying to 
understand that was what Punk Rock was all against in the first place , destroying the elitism of the music business and putting 
music back into the hands of the ‘real people’ , those people can fuck off !! 

What’s next for The Pukes ? 

Oh , we’ll just keep plodding on much the same as we have been . There’s no big plan or agenda or anything. Hopefully we’ll get 
our album finished sometime though ! 

Any messages ?? 

No , my fingers are tired !! Though thanks to everyone who’s supported us in any way over the years , whether it’s been turning up 
at a gig , buying one of our crappy CD’s , finding us on the web and having a listen to us , giving us some feedback , becoming 
friends and generally not running off in another direction as the first sign of us. Oh yeah , if you want to know more , this link - 
www.qeocities.com/mikepukenz will take you to our website.

Well I caught Reason To Fight on their split with The 86’ed and was mightily impressed 
with what I heard I can tell yer !! So when Greg got in touch about an interview I didn’t 
need asking twice I can tell you !! .... Thanks to Denis of ‘United Riot’ for passing on me 
addy .... 

Right Greg , first off can you tell us about your new debut full length on ‘Lude Boy 
Records’ ? What can we expect and what’s your personal opinion on it ? 

This is our first full length CD. It’s called “Blood & Glory”. 14 original songs recorded between 
2001 and 2004. The songs are a good mix of Hardcore , Punk and Oi!. The songs are about 
working , friends , fights , oppression and just being pissed at the current state of the world. I 
recommend that everyone picks this one up. 

You’ve also got a split out on ‘United Riot Records’ with The 86’ed , what’s the feedback 
been like on that ? Have you got any available ? 

The 86’ed are a great band from Manchester , New Hampshire. We do 2 songs and they do too. 
We got some great reviews on this one , including one in Maximum Rock ‘n’ Roll’ . We sell a 
couple every show , but not many kids these days have a record player. I still have some 
available , if anyone’s interested. 

And you’re also on the new ‘United Riot’ compilation “No One Gets Out Alive” , whats 
your thoughts on that ? And what tracks on it are your faves ? 

Well the first song “McCarthys Revenge” is incredible. I forget the name of the band but holy shit 
they are good ! “Dropout” by The 86’ed , “Last Straw” by fed Up , the Slumlords , Fear City .. 
Actually the whole CD kicks ass ! 

And where can people get hold of your merch/ releases ? 

We have t-shirts , stickers , pins , records and CD’s at www.REASONTOFIGHT.com or you can 
get our stuff through United Riot Records’ and you can get the new CD through ‘Lude Boy 
Records’. 

Goin’ back Greg , when and why did Reason To Fight get together ? And where did the 
name of the band come from ? 


Reason To Fight is a working class hardcore band from Providence , RI. We were formed in July 
of 200 1 out of the wreckage of Keg Of hate and Case Closed to name but a few. Me and Dylan 
played with a few different line up’s before finding the right combination , Fuzzy joined the band 
after drinking with me at a Kill Your Idols /Agnostic Front show at The Met Cafe’ (RIP) and joe 
joined up after seeing us play at The Station’ (RIP). The line up hasn’t changed since 2002. We 
are willing to play anywhere so drop us a line if you like what you hear ! 



And what’s the current line up ? 

Fuzzy - Vocals , Greg - Guitar , Dylan - Drums and Joe - Bass. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their ideas come from ? 

Fuzzy writes the lyrics , except for “Embrace” by Dylan and “Revenge” by me. Some of the songs 
are about true stories , the rest are spawned from anger , frustration and a lot of alcohol ! 

Have you got a favourite Reason To Fight song ? If so which one and why ? 

I’ve got 2 favourites , one is on “Blood 85 Gloiy” and it’s called “A Common Thread”. It’s about the 
bond we share as working class Punks and Skins. The other is “Poor Man’s Gold” , about our 
favourite pastime , drinking Pabst Blue Ribbon ! My favourite cover is “Hard Times” by The Cro- 
Mags , I wish we wrote that fucking song ! 

Do you come up with new songs fairly regularly ? And how do you think your newer 
material compares to your older stuff ? 

I write songs all the time and Fuzzy has notebooks full of good lyrics. The good ones usually 
stand out and we focus on them. We already have our next album written and we are ready to 
record in January 2007. The new stuff sounds just like the old stuff , but different. 

You’ve played with some great bands Agnostic Front , Madball , Murphys Law , The 86 ’ed , 
Fed Up etc .. has there been a stand out show so far ? And which bands have really 
impressed you ? 

We’ve had some great shows with Murphys Law. We played a great sold out show with The 
Lovely Lads and Pist *n’ Broke in Boston one time. But our best had to be a Sunday Matinee at 
CBGB’s with Blood For Blood , Harley’s War , Fed Up and more .. 

Do you play shows on a regular basis ? locally ? out of state ? What’s life like round RI for 
bands , shows , venues etc ? Where’s the best place to catch a show and a beer ? 

We play a lot of shows in New England and on the East Coast. Locally it sucks. The only place 
we have been playing is called Borowoski’s Cafe. They are great , most places won’t let us walk 
through the door but these guy’s give us free beer , pay us , and let us book bands. We have 
been playing in the RI Punk/Hardcore scene for 15 years in different bands. Since we are so 
close to Boston and NY we have had so many good bands come through. And a lot of great local 
bands that have came and went way too fast. But things have changed and no-one wants to 
book Hardcore bands anymore. The Punk bands are all national acts on package tours. And the 
promoters think that they’re gods and you owe them your life if they give you a show. So if you 
want a beer or a good show go to Borowski’s or one of our practices. 

NYC has always come out with great bands why do you think this is Greg ? 

NYHC has such a history , that if you’re a NYHC band these days you better be fucking good ! 
Plus NYC is such a tough place to make a living , you have to be good at what you do. You have 
to practice what you preach or you’ll end up dead in the water. 



What’s your opinion on the current state of Punk/Oi!/Hardcore/Ska in the US ? And bow 
do you think it’ll go in the future ? 

The underground is still underground. The mainstream is always watching and when they see 
something they can make some money on , they take it. I think these package shows and 
festivals are great but what about the rest of the year. I would rather see a good band every 
weekend instead of watching them all play on the hottest day of the summer. There is definatley 
room for improvement in the future. 

Which bands around today do you really like listening to/goin to see ? 

Some great bands from around here to see are The Blue Bloods , The 86 ’ed , Darkbuster , The 
Lovely Lads , Dementia 13 , Dropkick Murphy’s . Murphy’s Law is always a good show. I just 
saw a Gorilla Biscuits re-union a couple of months ago. The Brass Knuckle Boys are a great 
band from down South. 

And which bands would you say have been the most influential for Reason To Fight ? 

Most influential to us are .. The Bruisers , Black Flag , The Business , The Cro-Mags , Sheer 
Terror , Cock Sparrer , Minor Threat , and The Trouble to name but a few. 

What’s the best CD/record that you’ve heard lately ? 

Definatley the new Reason To Fight CD “Blood & Glory” , it’s a fucking classic. 

And what’s your thoughts on all these Emo kids that are around today ? 

Well we don’t get many Emo kids at our shows and the ones I’ve seen don’t pose much of a 
threat. Plus , they usually only last a few weeks then they move onto the next trend. 

What’s next for Reason To Fight ? 

Next up for us is a show at Borowski’s on October 20 th with The 86 ’ed. In December we are 
heading down South for 2 weeks to play some shows. And when we get back we are going to the 
studio to record another CD. 

Any messages ? 

Pick up our new CD , if you can’t find it , write us at the website or at MySpace. And check us 
out when we come to a town near you. Cheers ! 



Well cheers to Greg for the interview , nice one mate !! Really looking forward to hearing the 
“Blood Glory” CD .. if it’s anything like the stuff I’ve heard already it’s goin to be one helluva 
album !! All the best for the future mate and look forward to hearing more of yer in the not too 
distant future !! 



Well to be honest I don’t know too much about The Glass Heroes but Keith got in 
touch about an interview so I thought that’d be my chance to find out more about 
‘em .. and yours !! So orf we go people .. 

Well Keith you’ve been going for a few years now , can you tell us when and why the band got 
together ? 

Basically I had moved to Phoenix , A Z from Detroit and wasn’t really looking to put anything together , 
just needed to get out of the MotorCity for a while. I had played in The Rogues and had spent the better 
part of the late ‘70s til 1990 in Detroit. When I got to Phoenix I ran into my bass player Steve Davis and 
asked if he’d be into playing some of the old stuff. Shortly thereafter we ran into Steve Shelton and The 
Glass Heroes were formed , that was 1991. 

Had any of you played in bands before joining Glass Heroes ? 

Yeah , we had all been in other groups. I had played in many groups in Detroit since the late 1970’s and 
both Steve and Stevie had also been playing Punk since about the same time. I won’t bore ya with the ‘old 
group’ names and such. But we had all cut our teeth in NY and Detroit. 

Who thought of the name Glass Heroes and where’d it come from ? 

I came up with the name of the group , at the time it seemed fitting that all our heroes were dying off. Stiv 
Bators , Johnny Thunders , Malcom Owen and such , that they were all being shattered. So , Glass 
Heroes ya know ? Nothing’s forever. 

What’s the current line up of the band and who does what ? Has it changed much since you started 
? 

Keith on Vocals & Guitar , Steve Davis on Bass , Steve Shelton on Guitar and Ad Adams on the Kit. Steve , 
Stevie D. and myself have always been together .. but we have had numerous drummers over the years. 
Bob Stubbs (original Social Distortion drummer) played with us for a long time , as did many others. The 
big joke in the group is that we’ve burned through as many drummers as The Ramones !! haha 

What bands influence your music ? 

The Ruts , Chelsea , Dead Boys , Ramones , Motown , Rock Steady (anything on Trojan Records’) .. there’s 
way to many to get into !! 

Who writes the lyric’s and where do their idea’s come from ? Do they find it hard to come up with 
new lyric’s ? 

I have always written the lyric’s up until the last year or so out of the 16 we’ve played together. But now 
Steve Shelton is really coming out with some good material. Writing lyric’s is simple for me , I take the real 
life stuff , and explain it in simple form. No whining , no bullshit .. just straight ahead ya know ? That way 
„ you can hopefully connect , or get something across to someone listening. And in some way they 
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understand where your coming from , a shared experience in their life so to speak. 1 took a lot of stuff out 
of my life in Detroit. Fuck ! there’s some years worth of inspiration both good and bad I dragged outta that 

town with me ! 

Have you got a favourite Glass Heroes track ? If so , which one and why ? 

It would have to be “Last Farewell” . . being that it’s a rather lamented and retrospective Street Rock 
anthem. It deals with something very dear to my heart and that’s the music I grew up on. If ya catch the 
lyric’s there’s an ode to just about every Oil / Street Rock group I loved as a kid. From The Lurkers and 
Cock Sparrer to Stiff Little Fingers and The Ruts. 

Do you come up with new songs fairly regularly ? How does your newer stuff go down at shows 
compared to your older material ? 

We try to keep it simple , it takes quite a long time for something to see the light of day , only because we 
really believe , and have lived the tunes we write. Out of every 8 to 10 songs we write , maybe 3 actually 
filter into our live set. And once it’s made it that far , it’s another jump of time before it actually gets 

recorded. 

Do you play any covers in your set ? 

Yeah .. The Professionals “Kick Down the Doors” , The Ruts “Backbiter”_and The Saints Stranded . 

And how would you say your newer songs compare to your older ones ? 

Well that’s rough for me to answer. Rat Scabies of The Damned is currently m studio with us producing 
the new disc. It’s sounding really powerful and point blank right now. It’s important to all of us to cap ure 
exactly what we sound like live. I don’t care for over produced , trite crap. Ya know all these so called 
snotty fucking so called ‘Punk’ bands with harmonies and over dubs. We just do it the way we would do it 
on stage. It’s true that way , from the heart. We make ourselves happy that way , and hopefully find a 
listening audience that feels the same as we do. 

What’s your views on the current US Punk scene ? How do you think it compares to when you 

JtoreaSS*, that’s a tough one haha.. it’s hard to answer without sounding old !!! and jaded !! haha. Well , 
here it goes . . It’s hard to answer that. Being a first generation Punk outta Detroit , it’s really hard to 
describe to the younger Punks what it was really like. It seems now , that the majority have jumped on e 
fashion , but have missed the community feeling of it all. That’s not to say that all the new groups or fans 
don’t get it !! .. many do ! .. and there’s a shitload of great new bands coming through .. checkout Shock 
Nagasaki (NY) or the Strawberry Blondes (UK) .. great groups. But back then , there was a feeling of 
change , and making something happen .. especially to the music industry !! Cause then you had all this 
shit on the radio .. and I mean SHIT !! Yes , Zepplin , The Eagles ya know ! all this drivel on the airwaves 
and I personally hated it .. and started to realise that there were a lot of other folks that hated it as well 
We didn’t smoke pot , go to Pink Floyd laser shows or like The Hobbit haha !! Luckily in Detroit m the mid 
70 ’s there was a lot of underground musicians spawning out of The Ann Arbor Michigan scene ! spill 

overs from The Stooges era , and the MC5’s anger. There were record stores bringing m a lot of Pub Rock 
like Horse Lips , The Motors .. The Records , Capt. Beefheart and all that ! And soon you started hearing 
The Ramones everywhere !! THANK GOD !! .. they were the ones man , and I mean that from the heart .. 
That saved a lost army of folks looking for something that was real. My mother dropped me and some 
friends off at a Ramones gig in 1978 at The Motor City Roller Rink .. opening was Joe Jackson ! - My life 
changed then and there. That was the defining moment in mine and a lot of peoples lives. Before that 
there was magazines like ‘Hit Parade’ and ‘Creem’ .. and you could read about Lou Reed and the NY t mg 
starting to make waves .. but until that show .. I had no idea how it might feel Suddenly you were a Punk 
Rocker. And there was a worldwide family !! We had something that was ours ! and it said FUCK YOU to 
the bloated Rock n Roll elite. Funny cause I never liked The Stones or The Beatles , I did like Thm lzzy 
and Sweet and I liked early Foreigner haha ! only because it had straight on les paul tones and of course 
The NY Dolls (but I didn’t really get it) .. The Ramones were the glue !! .. it clicked Then when they went 
over to the UK , it was about a year later that I started reading Trouser Press’ and reaiised something 
amazing was happening ! .. and thank god I lived in Detroit .. because it exploded there H Hell it had 
actually came from there ! But I didn’t make the connection to The Stooges and Fred Sonic Smith til then. 
But now it just seem’s like it’s missing something .. that “we are all in this together feeling ya ow . . ve 
said this before .. Punk now seems about as ‘dangerous as a garden hose’ , it’s been diluted. But it s grea 
to see and hear young kids taking the time to learn it’s real roots and listening to a lot of the pioneers and 
taking that into their hearts , and I know that something new will come out of that . I search and listen 
the time for it U To sum up your question , then it didn’t matter if you listened to The Ramones and Dead 
Boys , wore a leather jacket and ripped jeans .. or you listened to Elvis Costello or The Jam and wore a 
suit everyone belonged. That’s what’s missing , to many cliques now. Around 1985 when I started 
playing Oi! / Street Rock stuff in Detroit it was like going back to the late ‘70s because it was such a tight 
knit community of fans and bands. It seemed exciting again , and dangerous^ The music was powerful mid 
it had a message again. Playing with and writing with The Rogues in Detroit had a profound effect on me. I 
Ld always lov! d the old Oi! stuff but never thought of playing it. A lot of what I took _out .of Rogues 
has ended up a large part of The Glass Heroes. Jeff Patricca was a great writer .. solid. That s hard to 


describe to someone who wasn't there ya know ? 

And how would you like to see it go in the future ? 

Future ? Pd like to see the corporate cluster fuck that's ruined our music to go away .. but that ain’t 
gonna happen is it ? Well keep seeing these huge over blown fuck fests. 100 fricken bands on one bill , all 
day .. where a cup of lager cost ya 10 bucks and you’ve got cell phone companies trying to sell you service 
at a booth and a tattoo tent , every goddamned soft drink ad you could imagine . . well . . you know what I 
mean. In a perfect world we'd see groups going back to medium sized venues , getting closer to their fans. 
Remember The Clash doing a weeks worth of gig at BONDS ?? Now we're talkin' !! haha. No , but seriously 
seeing groups go back to local independent venues would be nice. They may not get rich , but if that is 
their goal then fuck ‘em anyhow. That's not why we played for 16 years before releasing a couple of 
records , it's because we love to play period. 



What bands around at the moment would you pay to go and see ? 

Strawberry Blondes , Shock Nagasaki , Templars , The Business , UK Subs , The Vibrators , Vice Squad , 
Motorhead .. pretty much the bands I've been booking and opening for ! Just had Vice Squad in , The 
Vibrators a few weeks ago .. 

What do you think about some of the older bands reforming ? Do you think it’s a good or a bad 
thing ? 

I think it's a good thing . . it will allow for younger kids to at least dig up their old material , and have an 
understanding of where the roots stuff comes from. They may not sound like they did then , but god bless 
‘em for being out there still doing it !! 

You’ve played many gigs over the years , has there been a particular stand out one ? 

Yeah a couple actually. Playing with The Anti Nowhere League , The MC5 and The Sex Pistols last show. 
That was amazing. It was just us and The Pistols at The Marquee Theater in Tempe , A Z. Was sold out , 
and just fucking great. Lydon spent about an hour backstage with us , actually a great bloke !! Funny as 
hell. 

And you’ve played with some of the best bands around , what bands have really impressed / 
disappointed you ? 

I never try to judge a group on their music , even if I don't like what they are doing .. rather I judge them 
on how they treat other people. If you're a cunt to your fans or to the other bands you have no fucking 
place. I have no respect for someone be it a Yamous’ old Punk or a *new' upstart that has that ‘Rock star 
mentality' , it's ridiculous. I've always hated Green Day's music , but I met them and they were some of 
the nicest bastards I ever met !! haha .. Funny , that reminds me , we’ve played with everyone from 
Motorhead and The UK Subs to Fear and The Dead Kennedys , and almost all of the Punk' bands we’ve 
become friends with or played with are amazing people. But it seems everytime we run into some Pock 
stars' in LA or at shows .. they are twats ! Too bad it works that way. That's why folks like Danzig get their 
clocks cleaned by some pissed off fan haha , that ones for you Danny (Northside Kings). 


Is there a band that you’d love to play with but haven’t managed to yet ? 

I can’t think of one cept The Ruts and The Clash haha !! 

You’ve got a new CD out - can you tell us about that and what’s the feedback been like on that so 
far ? 

The disc that’s out now is doing great , Marky Ramone plays it on his ‘Sirius Radio show every Tuesday 
night , god bless him ! And that’s opened a lot of doors. We think it’s strange we are getting airplay all over 
the world ! .. We never though that would happen. But we are really floored by it , even humbled. Getting 
the chance to get your music out there is an amazing feeling , it’s what any Rocker would want .. Fuck 
fame and all that shit !! .. Just to have one kid say he likes our stuff makes it all worth while. 



What else have you released to date ? And where can people get hold of them ? , 

We put out some material on a few of the Funk/ Oil’ compilations on ‘Step-1’ (UK) and ‘Bronco Bullfrog 
(Spain) back in the early 90’s. And the debut CD is being released by TKO’ as a multi-media disc with a 
load of old video footage and stuff. But we are looking forward to the disc Rat is producing , it s a labour o 
love. There’s a lot more of our Street Rock roots on this one. We are getting older , and we still have a tew 

things we wanna say ya know ? . 

What’s your local scene like ? Any other bands worth checking out ? And where s the best place to 

catch a show ? 

Phoenix is like a giant truck stop haha .. no real soul , but that’s not the local bands fault. It’s the 
promoters and venues that just can’t keep the steam up. There’s a shitload of great groups here , bui 
there’s no real avenue for them to move ahead , or cut their teeth playing. There’s like two really goo 
promoters here in town that work their asses off to get good travelling groups their money and sue . 
often “hand’ shows to them , like Vice Squad for example , they called me and I called the promoter o 
you want the show” ? and that’s kinda what IVe done for years. Being friends with many of the^ old U 
Punk groups has been amazing , because they are genuinely good people. And I d do anything I could for 

most of them. 

What’s the band got planned for the future ? , 

Touring haha .. and more touring. Well be out on the road with Chelsea and Slaughter & e ogs in 


I 




Spring of 2007. IVe gotta book the tour haha !! 

Any messages Keith ? 

Yeah I wanna say something about Joe Strummer. He was the last real hero in my book. Nothing remotely 
false about that man. If more musicians and fans alike were true to their real beliefs and sentiments .. it’s 
quite possible that we wouldn’t have to withstand all this trite crap that bands are turning out under the 
guise of Punk Rock’. Too many goddamn ‘Fashionistas’ now .. crawling out of the shopping malls and 
corporate cookie cutters. It’s great to have a group you love .. but don’t ape it !! Take what moves you 
about their music .. and make your own brand of it , pass it along ! It’s becoming a fashion parade and too 
many dividers now. I take it all ! From Radio Birdman and The MC5 to Motorhead , The Ruts and Cock 
Sparrer .. there should be no lines in Street Rock and Punk. Joe was and still is , an inspiration to a lot of 
people. Glass Heroes have been organising a yearly show for the ‘Strummerville’ charity. Stop in and help 
out .. WWW . STRUMMERVILLE . COM . I’m no fucking spokesperson but I will say this .. He was trying to 
say something to all of us .. and still is. There was a real message there .. a call for individuals to wake up 
, to look , listen and care. He believed in himself , and not without fault. In my eyes he really believed that 
‘everyone’ could change anything .. no matter what your lot in life was. A messanger of sorts. So many 
weren’t listening then , but the seed was planted and the message he tried to convey is still going out !! 
That’s huge !! I grew up on The Ramones .. then I heard the first Clash single !! I caught the message 
coming through. There was nothing cartoonish or laughable about what he was doing. He made no 
excuses for his short comings or his success .. he just wanted to make a difference , and isn’t that what 
we all wanted then ?? .. and still do ?? Unity in the same beliefs. Okay .. enough rambling , you either get 
it or you don’t. But I think that ‘Strummerville’ carries on what he saw as a small part of his message. To 
help under- privileged kids around the world have access to instruments and the chance to create 
something for themselves as a mobile to speak to others. A true and just cause .. wouldn’t you agree ?? 

Yep Keith I certainly do ! .. Cheers to Keith for taking time out of his hectic schedule at the mo to 
answer the questions .. much appreciated buddy !! Good luck with the tour next year and am 
looking forward to hearing the new disc when it comes out I!! 
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Well let’s be honest if you ain’t heard of Total Chaos .. you shouldn’t be reading this 
fucking fanzine should you !! Hailing from California Total Chaos are probably one 
of the most influential and hard working bands around , and after hearing their new 
album “17 Years Of Chaos” I thought it’d be a good idea to get in touch with Rob and 
see if he’d answer a few questions .. good bloke that he is he got back to me and 
here’s the answers .. 

Where to start Rob ! Well your new “17 Years Of Chaos” ain’t long been out on ‘People Like 
You Records’ , what’s the feedback been like on that ? 

Well it’s only out in Europe right now ! Soon to be out in the USA in March 2007 - but the feedback is great 
in Europe ! This record is meant to jump start our band again in Europe , then we’ll start releasing our 
records there again. 

Must be hard to sum up 17 years of Chaos and Anarchy with a certain amount of songs , how 
did you decide which tracks to put on the album ? 

Most of them were songs everybody requests when we play — but there’s a few we just decided to put on for 
whatever reason.

Are there any new releases on the horizon Rob ? 

Early next year we will be in the studio working on a whole new record. 

Have you got a favourite Total Chaos release ? If so , which one and why ? 

No , I like most of them the same. 

Going back Rob , can you tell us when and why Total Chaos formed ? And where’d the name 
of the band come from ? 

Back in 1988 in L.A. , Ca all the Punk bands were all sounding like Bad religion and straight Punk was 
disappearing - so me and my friends started the band to save Street Punk and I guess we did , there’s tons 
of bands now ! And the band name was because on TV the news would always describe chaos in the world 
as Total Chaos ! So it seemed perfect to me as the name of the band. 

What’s the current line up of the band ? And can you give us a brief run through of the 
changes over the years ? 

Line up from October 1989 - Rob Chaos - Vox , Roger - Drums , Gary Doom - Lead Guitar and Joe 
Bastard - Bass. 

Line up 1990 - Rob Chaos - Vox , Simon - Drums , Gary Doom - Lead Guitar and Joe Bastard - Drums. 
Line up 1991 to 1993 - Rob Chaos - Vox , Gearbox - Drums , Gary Doom - Lead Guitar and Joe Bastard - 
Bass. 

Line up 1994 - Rob Chaos - Vox , Gearbox - Drums , Ron McMurder - Lead Guitar and Joe Bastard - 
Drums.

How would you say the current line up compares to previous ones ? 

We get along so well , a lot of the older ones fought a lot. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And do they find it easy to come up with new stuff ? 

Me most of the time and yes it seems to be for me. 

Do you try to come up with new material on a regular basis ? How does the newer material 
go down at shows ? 

When I’m in the mood too ! But not on a regular basis - and it seems to go down well with the kids. 

What bands have most influenced Total Chaos / yourself ? 

Old 7o’s/8o’s Punk , UK and US , too many to mention. 

You’re a very politically motivated / aware band , do you think it’s important for bands to get 
involved / voice their opinions and for the audience to be aware / active ? 

Hell ya it is ! I grew up on The Dead Kennedys you know. 

Talking of politics , what do you think of the current incompetent , I mean incumbent ? 

I hate them all !!Bush should drop dead along with the people he works with ! 

And what’s your views on the current state of the US as a whole ? And how do you see things 
going in the future ? 

Not good ! The US Dollar is at an all time low and our country is broke - but people here don’t even know 
it !! Because most are sheep / idiots. That’s why sometime next year I’m moving to Germany ! 

Because of your politics you’ve had a lot of shit from Nazi’s , do you still get shit from them ? 
And do you think it’s important to stand up and speak out against Fascism ? 

Yes it is ! I’ve been attacked by Nazi’s / KKK several times - actually I got jumped by 12 Nazi Skinheads or I 
should say Boneheads and they stabbed me in the back with a knife as they kicked the shit out of me ( all 
because my girl friend was black ) , I was in the hospital for 4 days from that ! Fuck those guy’s they can’t 
stop me!!!! _ 

You were also instrumental in forming groups such as UVP (United Valley Punks) what s 
that about ? 

UVP was my group that I started in 1986 to help support each other and keep Punk unified ! 

You’ve played with some of the best bands around , but are there any that you haven’t played 
with yet but would like to ? 

The Sex Pistols would be cool ! I’m a friend of Steve Jones , but it just hasn’t happened yet ! . 

You’re a busy guy Rob , you organise shows , co-run ‘SOS Records’ as well as being in the 
band , where’d you find the time ? 

It’s hard ! But I do it somehow ! 

When and why did you come up with the idea / decision to start a record label ? 

I was tired of getting nothing ! And I wanted something of my own. 

And how’s the label going ? Are there any bands / releases that you’d advise people to check 
out ? 

Well the label is doing okay - I release some bands I like - But some bands are on the label because of 
Ezzat ! But as for advise , if you want something just do it ! That’s what I do. 

What do you think of the current US Punk/Oi! scene ? And would you say it’s changed since 
the band started out ? 

I think it’s good ! Could be better , but a lot of things could be ! And ya it has changed , there’s a lot more 
kids into Punk now - when we first started the band there was few real Punks left. 

What bands around today do you like ? Are there any new bands we should be keeping an 
eye out for ? 

I like Lower Class Brats , Unseen , The Casualties and Funeral Dress. As for new bands Resilience are the 
best by far ! But there’s The Krum Bums and Complete Control are great too. There’s a lot of bands I like , 
just too many to list ! 

What would you say are the best and worst aspects of today’s scene ? 

The best is there are more kids into Street Punk - but the worst is there’s too many back stabbing shit 
talkers too. And people starting rumours that aren’t true. 

If you were going to organise a show of your top 10 bands who would they be and why ? 

The Exploited Total Chaos 

Circle Jerks Resilience 

Black Flag Lower Class Brats 

(The real) Dead Kennedys Funeral Dress 

The Unseen The Casualties 


Why ? Because they rule ! That’s why !

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Well Josh got in touch with us through My Space saying he’d seen the ‘zine and that would we be up for an inteiview with 
his band False Cause , after checking their page out .. I thought definatley I! So here we go then folks 

Right then Josh , let’s start at the beginning when did the band form and why ? 

False Cause was formed in 2002 .. in the words of the great Ronnie James Dio “WE ROCK” !! 

And where’d the name False Cause come from ? 

I think I thought of it , I liked how it sounded and I didn’t think anyone else was using it for a band name. 

What’s the current line up of the band ? Has it changed much since the band started ? 

Our line up is Josh Snot - Bass/Vocals , Ben - Guitar/Vocals and Mitch - Drums. We had some changes in the beginning 
but this is our line up. Ben and Mitch are family .. 

What bands do you listen to ? And which would you say have influenced False Cause the most ? 

I like a lot of ‘80s Punk and Metal like R.K.L. , Government Issue , Minor Threat , Bad Brains , Poison Idea , Agnostic Front 
Corrosion Of Conformity , D.R.I. , Slayer , Crass , Rudimentary Peni , The Accused , The Descendents , Bad Religion , 

G.B.H. .. stuff like that. I’d say my favourite albums of all time would be D.R.I. ’s “Dealing With It” or Corrosion Of 
Conformity “Animosity” and Slayer “Reign In Blood”. I think these would be the biggest influences for me .. 

Had any of you been in bands before joining False Cause ? 

My brother and I have played in a few different bands over the years , some you may have heard of include FLUSH! , 
Naked City Dischord and The Kill. Mitch has been in a bunch of cool bands around the Vegas scene like Disgruntled 
Minority or Felo De Se but yeah we’ve all been playing for a long time now. 

What kinda things do you sing about ? Who writes the lyrics ? And do they find it easy coming up with new songs ? 
Anything really , whatever we are thinking about at the time , could be anything from big titties to world war three !! I like 
to smoke weed !! We all write lyrics and music sometimes , all 3 of us will write one song or we may come up with a song 
by ourselves. We are getting better at working together lately , so I think it’s getting easier all the time to come up with 

new stuff. 

Have you got a favourite False Cause song ? If so , which one and why ? 

Urn “Mass Media Mind Fuck” because it’s one of our newer ones and it’s got a danceable beat . Hahaha ... 

How do you think your newer material compares to your older stuff ? And how does it go down at shows ? 



I think it’s alright , I like it all and fuck everyone else really. If you like it , that’s cool , if you don’t that’s okay too. I love 
to hear what people think at shows after we play so be sure to come and tell me what you think the next time you come 
out to our show or even hit me up online , either way. I seem to get more of a response from the crowds lately so I think 
we are improving. 



Talking of shows do you get to play on a fairly regular basis ? 

Well yeah we are pretty busy playing as much as we can. I know I’d like to do more all age stuff !! 

Can you name some of the bands you’ve played with and have any bands really impressed you ? 

Dr. Know , III Repute , D.l. , Agent Orange , Dead Lazlos Place , Drain Bamaged , Last Rites , The Vermin , Butt Trumpet .. 
to name a few. I like Dr.Know they always put on a great show ! We just played with D.l. a while back and they blew me 
away , it was one of the best shows I’ve ever seen and of course The Vermin , in my opinion the best Punk band to come 
outta Vegas .. The Wastrels kick ass , check those guys out ! Affrontal Assault !! 

Do you get to play out of your hometown / state very much ? 

We do what we can , we’d like to get out more often. 

Would you say out of state shows differ greatly from shows at home ? 

Well ya because I think people don’t know what’s in store for ‘em till we start playing. Everywhere we go people have 
been really nice to us and that’s cool when you’re in a new place. 

What’s a typical False Cause show like ? 

We practice a couple , drink a couple , smoke a couple , load our stuff and rock the house. Sometimes you’ll get lucky 
and I’ll get naked and breath fire and stuff !!! LOOKOUT III 

What would you say is the crowd favourite when you play ? And do you play any covers in your set ? 

"Suzie” or “Pills And Cocaine” both seem to do well .. .We’ve done some covers but not really the same ones all the 
time. We got a couple of D.R.I. tunes we’ve been practising . they really were/and still are a huge influence on me and 
the band... ’’Get well Spike” I 

Whats the scene like where you are ? How about Nevada as a whole ? Are there any bands we should be keeping an eye 



out for ? 

Nevada is a big ass state but I’d say Vegas and Reno are the cities that have scenes. I think it’s goin’ alright. My 
favourite bands in Vegas are The Vermin , Lethal Injection , F.S.P. , V 2 Ast , C.Z.S.F. , Dirty Sanchez , Guilty By 
Association , Affrontal Assault , Last Rites , Inmate and Suite 666 , all these bands are worth checking out. I’m not too 
hip about what’s happening in reno right now.. 

And what’s your views on the US scene as a whole ? How do you see it goin in the future ? 

I think the scene is getting stronger with the internet , My Space and all that really gives bands a useful tool to network 
and promote.. 

What bands around currently , US and worldwide , do you like ? 

Too many to list .. Urn the bands I’ve already mentioned. 2 nd Class Citizens , The Bad Samaritans , Death Valley Meth 
Lab.. 

I see on My Space that you’re going to be releasing a few things over the coming months , can you tell us about them 
Josh ? 

Well we got a few songs done that have not been released and we are recording more , to find out what’s happening 
check out http://www.mvspace.com/falsefuckinqcause or http://facefirstrecords.com . 

What have you released to date ? And where’s everything available from ? 

We did a few demos that are floating around and we did a split 7” with Last Rites ‘on red vinyl’ , that has 3 really good 
songs , I’m happy with the way that came out. We released an EP called “All Fuct Up” with some of our old demos and 
some other stuff we had not released. And various comps like the multi nation compilation of devastation “Break Your 
Face" from ‘Face First Records’ , check it out 32 bands from all over the globe., we are recording more music right now 
for all kinds of stuff that will be out shortly. You can go to the My Space for details or the ‘Face First’ website. 

How do you think your new releases compare to your older ones ? 

They get better and better , shiny diamonds like the eyes of the cat in the black and blue !!! 

What’s next for False Cause ? 

We want to do a lot more touring and finish our full length CD. I’d like to get a video DVD done and tour Europe. 

Any messages ?? 

Yes , check out ‘Spikefest’ http://www.myspace.com/spikefest06 and thanks for havin’ me , “Oil Warning” rocks !!! 



Well big cheers to Josh for doing the interview , nice one mate ! Hope all goes well with recording and I’m looking 
forward to hearing a false Cause full length soon !!!! And lets hope that you get to Europe in the not too distant future 
although I’ll be at the bar having a chat if ya get naked hahaha !!! fire breathing or not III! All the best buddy 
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Well Jon got in touch with me about interviewing California based band Last Real Deal , as 
with a lot of bands these day’s I didn’t know a lot about ‘em so after hearing their CD and 
reading about 'em on My Space I thought “Yep why not” .. So vocalist Steve took time out 
to answer the questions and here , just for you lot , they are 

So when and why did it all begin for Last Real Deal ? And where’d the name come from ? 

We (Marc , Danny , Gerrit and I) were all friends in High School and me , Danny and Gerrit were 
in a band called Government Cheez. Marc was basically the sixth man of that band , filling in 
when others would get grounded. We didn’t really know how to play very well and we learned 
how by being in that band. We’d raid our singer Adam’s parents booze stash and practice every 
day after school , writing stupid songs about pac-man and the security guards at our school. 
After a while that band broke up. I started a new line up called GCII with Gerrit still on guitar , 
and with me moving from bass to vocals. Danny , Marc and Government Cheez’ rhythm guitarist 
Chune Daddy formed Los Rockin’ Diablos. After Danny went to a GCII show , the guys decided 
to combine the best of both bands , forming LRD with Danny on drums , Steve on vox , Gerrit on 
lead guitar , Marc on bass and Chune Daddy on rhythm guitar. The band went on hiatus for a 
while about 3 years ago and reformed 18 months ago. Chune Daddy was always creating conflict 
so we parted ways with him , and we decided to distance ourselves from the old material and we 
wrote all new material and began going by the name Last Real Deal. It was then we realised we 
needed another guitarist so we brought in Jon ‘Shark Attack’ Meek to handle guitar #2. Since 
then it’s been nothing but good times. 

What’s the line up of the band and who does what ? 

We’ve got Marc Diablo on bass , Shark Attack on guitar , Gerrit The Guy on guitar , Steve 
Devotion on vocals and Danny Jones on the drums. 

I understand you’ve been in bands before forming / joining Last Real Deal , can you tell us 
about that and the bands you were in ? 

The short list reads - Government Cheez’ , LRD , GCII , District41 and now Last Real Deal. 

And that you’ve all been friends for years , did you all get to be buds through the music ? 

We were all Punk Rockers in high school. I met Gerrit at a small private school but then I got 
into trouble and was transferred to public school where I met Marc and Danny. We all got 
together because we were into the same bands and the Punk Rockers were way outnumbered so 
we stuck together. 

What bands do you listen to and which would you say have been the biggest influence on 
Last Real Deal’s music ? 

We all grew up mostly listening to old school Punk. We were into bands like Bad Religion , The 
Clash , Rancid , Swingin’ Utters , Ramones , Toy Dolls , Sex Pistols and The Dead Kennedy s. I 
was into a lot of Oi! music myself , English bands like The Business , Blitz , Sham 69 and my 
American heroes The Droplock Murphy’s bringin the new sound to the genre. Now we are 
probably a little more varied , including older influences like Johnny Cash. 

How would you describe your music ? 

It’s Punk Rock ‘n’ Roll with that old outlaw spirit. Not over produced , pop infested crap with 
nothing to say like what we hear on the radio all day here in the States. We try to stay true to 
our roots without limiting ourselves by labels. If a song doesn’t fit our ‘sound’ , that won’t stop 
us from playing it anyway. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And what kinda things do you sing about ? 

I write just about all the lyrics. I’m kind of anal about writing other people’s words , it’s just 
easier to put everything into it if I mean what I’m saying. I used to write about mostly idiotic 
things like having to pee at a show with a long outhouse line or idealistic thing like politics. As 
I’ve gotten a few years older I write about the thing’s I’m feeling. I write everything from failed 
relationships to songs about ignoring the world and just having a good time. A major theme 
lately has been the struggle to not be consumed by the 9 to 5 lifestyle and to continue pursuing 
our desire to rock. I try not to write songs that are putting things down without presenting ideas. 
It’s so easy to write a ‘destroy the government’ song but all that does is get people pissed off. 


What next ? Drink some beers and smash some stuff ? That’s a damn good time but it doesn’t 
change anything. Most Punk bands in the States these days hate George Bush but he’s not the 
biggest problem we face. Blaming him for everything just distracts us from the fact it’s all 
screwed up from the mayor’s office to the White House. Democrats and Republicans are all just 
pawns playing the same game and nobody’s gonna win as long as politicians keep writing the 
rules. I guess I haven’t written about politics in a while because I don’t know how to fix things at 
this point. 

Do you try to come up with new songs on a regular basis ? And how do you think your 
newer material compares to your earlier stuff ? 

We have been writing a lot of new stuff lately , and that’s been pretty exciting. Our new stuff has 
more influence from other genre’s . without abandoning our heavy edge. We’re not going the 
Sandanista route by any means , but our new stuff really allows all of us to have our moments 
to show what we can do more than the old stuff. I think the new stuff will really set us apart 
from the other bands out there , I think we’re really honing in on our own distinctive sound. 

Have you got a favourite Last Real Deal song ? If so , which one and why ? 

My personal favourite is a song off the album called “Means Nothing”. It is a Punk Rockin’ jam 
with a lot of Blues influence that just rocks harder than about anything we’ve done so far. We’re 
also really into “Longway To Go” and Marc’s creation “Stop ‘n’ Go”. Those were the first 2 songs 
that we wrote when getting this new version together so they paved the road for rockin’ times to 
come. 

Whats a typical Last Real Deal show like ? Do you play any covers in your set ? 

A typical Last Real Deal show is all about putting it all on the line and just having as much fun 
as possible with the crowd. We are not some band that’s gonna stand around and play the songs 
exactly how they were on the record. We get way into it and sometimes songs go in a different 
direction than the record. We grew up watching bands who jumped in to the pits with the crowd 
so we’re keeping that alive as best we can. In the past we have played covers like “Glenda” from 
The Toy Dolls , “Someone’s Gonna Die” by Blitz , “Bikeage” by The Descendents , we massacred 
“Stray Cat Strut” by The Stray Cats , and more recently we have been playing “Cocaine Blues” by 
Johnny Cash. We haven’t been playing a whole lot of covers lately because we have so much new 
material and we’ve been wanting to play as much of that stuff as possible. 

Do you play shows regularly ? Has there been a favourite show so far ? 

We generally play from about 1-3 shows a week. Ideally if we’re on the road we’d have a show 
booked every night if distance allows for it. I’d say our favourite show was probably with 
Sugarcult at the ‘Key Club Morongo’ here at a desert casino in California. The venue was huge 
and the sound was amazing. We had our own backstage area with our own ice and beverage 
man (and we utilized the hell out of that!) and we got to meet a lot of cool new people in the 
crowd that night. Some of the kids couldn’t believe that the bands would come down and hang 
out in the crowd , but we’re just semi-normal people with normal jobs and we just wanna go out 
have a drink and watch some good bands just like everyone else. I’m a bit of a sucker for 
blackjack so after the show I got to go play some cards and hang out at the Last Real after-party 
at the Last Real hotel room. 

And from the bands you’ve played with which have really impressed you ? 

Well our friends Ready For Vegas are rocking , a Vegas lounge sound with a Punk Rock backbeat 
Longway is Rockin’ in the vein of Punk Rock ‘n’ Roll bands like Social Distortion , we got to play 
with D.I. who we all grew up on and this band Libyan Hit Squad from Florida really impressed 
me when they opened a show we played at. 

Is there a band (past or present) who you’d love to share a stage with ? 

We’ve probably all got our picks. I know Marc would choose Swingin’ Utters , he’s into Journey 
lately too , but we’re looking into therapy ! Gerrit would choose The Toy Dolls , hands down. 
Danny would probably choose something ridiculous like The Three Six Mafia or Mike Jones. If I 
had to guess for Shark Attack I’d say maybe NOFX , but I could be way off on that. I’d love to 
play with somebody like The Clash , but my latest obsession has been Hank Williams III so I’d 
probably love to play some tore up dive in the middle of nowhere with Hank I guess. 

Do you often play outside of California ? How do these shows outta state compare to 
those at home ? 

Well we just got back from Arizona for a second time. We’re going to do a West Coast USA deal 


this winter. We have only started touring recently. Everywhere we go the best part is getting to 
meet the cool people from these different places and partying with them. When we’re on the road 
we usually drive most of the day , so all the free time we get is really spent playing the shows 
and looking for the after parties. There’s nothing I love more than going on the road with these 
guys. This is what I’ve always wanted to do since I watched the “Another State Of Mind” video 
about the Social Distortion/Youth Brigade tour when I was 15. We all have been friends so long 
that there’s nobody I’d rather be travelling around thrashing the countryside with. The challenge 
about touring , though , is that you are going into most of these gigs blind. We don’t know what 
to expect from the venues and promoters and the first time through town you really have to rely 
on the local bands to get people out there. When the local bands don’t draw much of a crowd it 
can be frustrating to play for the small crowds , but we always meet a few really cool people to 
hang out with afterwards that make it worthwhile. 

Whats the scene like in Chino ? (is that where the Chino trousers come from ?? just 
wondering !) Any bands / venues worth mentioning ? 

The scene in Chino is probably like many other towns across America. It’s becoming what I call 
‘Anytown USA’ just like all the rest. It used to have dairies and agriculture but that’s all giving 
way to track housing and chain superstores. We used to party in dairy-land so I worry our 
children will not have anywhere to illegally drink and avoid the man , since it is disappearing so 
fast. We used to be able to play at dairy parties at 2am since there were no near-by neighbours. 
There have been some cool bands to come out of Chino , but most were short lived. 

Unfortunatley , there are really no cool venues in Chino but as we are so close to L.A. and 
Orange County there are plenty within an hour to choose from. I don’t think Chino trousers 
come from Chino but it might be possible. We do have the largest maximum security prison in 
California in town and celebrities like Snoop Dogg have spent time here so that is probably our 
biggest claim to fame. We also have a women’s prison and a juvenile hall. 

And what do you think of the current scene in California ? States as a whole ? 

There are a select few bands we really enjoy playing with here in California , but I’d have to say 
the Hollywood scene and the influence that bleeds out of it doesn’t impress me. There is an 
increasing number of bands that have the same fashion sense (depending on which sound of the 
moment they are ripping off) as each other , and the songs sound the same too. Although , the 
scene in the States as far as music in general is improving in my opinion. We have a great local 
radio station called ‘Indie 103. 1’ with their star DJ , Sex Pistols guitarist Steve Jones , bringing 
good quality music to the masses. The internet has enabled smaller bands to reach larger 
audiences as well. There are still the mindless suits running the labels searching for the next 
whatever the hell is selling this week but the listeners have more power than they have in the 
past towards discovering good music. 

What would you say are the best and worst things about todays scene ? 

The best things are the people we meet along the way. When people can really connect with what 
we’re doing and we can get to hang out with them as well , that’s what makes for the memorable 
nights. I sometimes wonder what it would be like to be like U2 or something and playing to all 
these thousands of people you are so disconnected from. I love rocking the small venues and I 
think I always will , there’s nothing like that feeling. I think the worst thing about the scene is 
the way the business of setting up concerts is run altogether. There are few promoters out there 
who are actually looking for good bands , what they looking for is bands who will pre-sell tickets 
and promote the hell out of the shows so they can sit on their ass and collect a paycheck. I 
consider many of these pre-sell venues to be an outright scam. Kids sell what they can , then 
buy the rest themselves , so they can say they played “the Roxy’ , only to find they’re playing 20 
minute sets with 9 other bands in the same boat and everyone leaves after the band they came 
to see plays. Nobody cares if you can blow some headliner off the stage , it’s just about “Do you 
got my ticket money ?” 

Which bands doing the rounds today do you like ? 

Swingin’ Utters , Rancid and Dropkick are all still making good records. I’ve gotten heavily into 
Hank Williams III lately , The Libertines were good til they imploded . anything Jack White does 
will be interesting and Marc has had rise against on repeat in his truck for about 3 months 
straight. As far as local goes , check out Ready For Vegas and Longway. 


What has Last Real Deal released to date ? And are any releases in the pipeline ? Where 
can people get them from ? 

We had a full length from a few years ago called “Ladies Rock detroit”. It’s out of print but if you 
beg us we can probably find something for you. More recently , we have our self titled EP out 
and we’re recording our un-named full length which we should have for you in January. Expect 
to be blown away because it’s a big step for us. You can get everything at lnterpunk.com’ or go 
to our My Space at http://www.mvspace.com/lrd for purchase links. 

Any messages ?? 

Be who you are , because we have enough of ‘them’ already ! Lose the herd mentality and learn 
to think for yourself. And if you come to see Last Real Deal , buy us a drink , well be your best 
friends for ever ‘n’ ever ! 

Well cheers to Steve for answering the questions and to Jon for setting it all up , nice one 
and much appreciated !! Good luck with the new full length , look forward to hearing it 
sometime in the not too distant future !

Well I gotta be honest and say The Rascals were a completely new name to me , so when Trevor the guitarist got in touch 
about an interview I was a bit surprised .. but as he also plays in the legendary German band Pobels & Gesocks , it didn’t 
take long for me to send off a bunch of questions to find out more about 'em ... 

So Trevor , when and why did The Rascals form ? 

The Rascals were formed in 1996 and we released our first CD “Falsche Lieder” (“Wrong Songs”) in 1997. The reason to form the 
band was .. no idea why ! .. though maybe it was because I wanted to fight against my frustration , hate and troubles in the form of 
Punk Rock music. As I was growing up , I learnt at an early age how to play the guitar and the wish to establish a band was bom. 
And how did you come up with the name The Rascals ? 

Our original wish was to sing all the songs in English , that was the reason why we didn’t take a German name for our band. So we 
took an English dictionary , as we usually do , and searched for a name ! What happened next you know already. In the past I 
wrote only german song lyric’s , as with my previous band Jungle Junx (1986). But unfortunatley my school English is to bad to 
write lyric’s in English and I didn’t want to be dependent on somebody to do it for me. So we kept the name but we sing songs in 
German. 



What’s the current line up of the band ? Has it changed much since you started out ? 

The current line up of The Rascals is .. Chris - Bass , Darek - Drums , Trevor - Guitar and Vocals. Chris is the third bassist and 
Darek is the fourth drummer. 

You’re also in Pobel & Gesocks , are any of the other’s in bands apart from The Rascals ? 

Our drummer Darek often plays in different projects and Chris has established his own band Komchen Cola. 

Is it hard playing in two bands at the same time Trevor ? 

Of course I’m time limited but I can manage it in a good way. I’m often on tour with Pobel & Gesocks and so I don’t have time to 
rehearse with the band which saves me a lot of time. Okay , before we released a new CD on to the market we play much more 
together. 

What bands do you listen to and which would you say influence your music ? 

The German Punk music from the 80’s has influenced me a lot but there’s not one special band I could choose. I've probably 


tried to incorporate all the bands into The Rascals music and style. I listen to all good Punk music , but I don’t have a favourite 
band. 

Who writes the lyrics ? Where do they get their idea’s for them ? 

I write the song lyric’s and also compose all the music. I get my idea's easily because society provides enough nonsense which is 
just waiting to be used. There are enough political and social problems which we can sing about , and the rest of the song’s refer 
to getting plastered and thing’s which are fun !! 

Have you got a favourite Rascals song ? If so , which one and why ? 

Yes , “Kamikaze Tommi". A lot of people in the scene are identifying with the attitude of this song. That’s probably why it’s become 
our best and most famous song from the CD. 

Do you play many shows ? Has there been a favourite so far ? 

We like playing with English as well as german bands. It was nice to play with Charlie Harper because we immediatley recognised 
that we have the same understanding. Afterwards we had a long discussion , a simpatico boy. 

If you could play with any band (past or present) who would it be and why ? 

The Ramones. They were probably the first famous Punk band and remained true to their own style/roots over the years. This 
gains my recognition. I don't like bands that start to play music again after years just because of the money. That has nothing to do 
with Oil or Punk. Such bands exist in Britain also. 

What’s the scene like where you are ? Any other bands ? 

We are operating mainly in our own Punk scene , which is very constant. There are lots of bands but only the best survive. I don't 
want to name bands because there are so many. 

What do you think of the German scene as a whole ? 

I believe that the Punk scene is growing again. You can see this in the unpolitical Skin scene. You can also see that the scenes 
are developing differently in the various parts of Germany. I like the overall development excluding the fucking right wing extremist 
scene. 

What bands around today in Germany do you like ? 

I must mention Cotzraiz but I don’t really know another outstanding band. I listen to the old Punk Rock only , but there are only a 
few bands existing today. 

What have The Rascals released to date and where’s it available from ? 

1996 Tape - “Alkohol Unsd Schrage Tone” 

1997 Our first EP - “Falsche Lieder” which immediatley sold out. 

The next was our CD “Wir Blieben Wie Wir Sind” which you can get through www.scumfucktradition.de . I don't want to list all the 
samplers .. last but not least there was also an EP with songs of our city by different bands. 

Are there any plans to release anything in the near future ? 

A new CD and also a football single for the WSV (Wuppertaler F.C.) is being planned. At the moment we are waiting for the 
release of the “Pogo Party Und Promille" sampler. For enthusiasm we make extra visits to the studio. 

Whats planned over the next few months for The Rascals ? 

Fun , Fucking and Drinking !! 

Any messages Trevor ? 

Be faithful , all the best from Wuppertal !! 

Well cheers to Trevor for doing the interview , and to Willi of ‘Scumfuck’ and Pobel & Gesocks for passing it on .. all the 
best for the future and with the new recordings .. look forward to hearing more of The Rascals and Pobel & Gesocks in 
the not too distant future !!! 









FOR LIFE 


Well Ska’d For Life have been round for along time and are one of the bands helping to keep 
Ska alive in the South West and England .. as well as making forays into Europe to keep our 
continental friends skanking ... so I thought it’d be a good idea to get 'em to answer some 
questions for the readers of ‘Oi! Warning’ .. so ‘ere goes .... 

Well . you’ve been going for quite a while now can you tell us when and why the band 
formed ? 

I had been a Ska freak for a long time and because of a severe lack of Ska in the South West I 
thought I would start my own band. I stuck an ad in the local papers and here we are. The first 
practise was in June *93 and the first gig was September 18 th 1993. 

And who came up with the name Ska’d For Life and where ’d it come from ? 

That was me. I just played with all the variations of the word Ska and that was the name we all 
liked. 

You started out life as an 8 piece and these days you’re down to 6 , can you give us a run 
down of the changes in personnel ? And what’s the current line up and who does what ? 

We started out with 3 piece brass , 2 guitars , bass and drums and myself on vocals. That line 
up lasted 6 months. It trimmed down to a 6 piece , lost the trumpet , trombone and guitar and 
added keyboards. Then we changed the saxophone player to the current one. This line up 
lasted up until about 3 years ago with a few changes along the way i.e. guitarists , bass player 
and the odd trombone player here and there. The current line up that has been together for 3 
years is Lee Fitzgerald - Vocals , Becky - Sax , Kirsty - Keyboards , Tony - Guitar , Rich - Bass 
and Two Tone - Drums. 

And how would you say the current line up compares to previous ones ? 

Well me personally , and the majority of people who have followed us for years say that we 
sound better than ever. 

What bands do you listen to ? And which would you say have influenced Ska’d For Life’s 
music ? 

I am currently listening to any and all Ska bands especially The Toasters , Hot Knives , The 
Beat , The Splitters , Mark Foggo , Cock Sparrer , The Big , The Business etc .. People that 
have influenced us are bands like The Hot Knives , Madness , The Toasters and of course The 
Specials etc .. 

Who write’s the lyrics/ music ? and where do they get their ideas from ? 

I have written a couple and the majority of them are written by Tony (Guitarist). He is writing 
4 some real gems at the moment. We get our idea’s from everyday life and the melodies seem to 
come from the feel of the song. 



And do you try to come up with new material on a regular basis ? 

We try to come up with new material as often as we can. 



How does the crowd react to your newer material ? And how do you think it compares to 
your older stuff ? 

The crowd reacts just as well or even better to the new material and the newer stuff is more 
upbeat than the old stuff. 

Do you play any covers in your set ? 

In a pub gig well do about 5 covers in an hour and a half set , but at a Ska Festival or 
supporting another band we mainly just do originals. 

Do you get to play gigs on a regular basis ? 

We do about 2/3 gigs on average a week , and we are coming up to our 2000 th gig. 

You’ve done loads of European tours are they something you really enjoy doing ? 

Yeah it’s great to get away and play somewhere different , and to play in front of lots of 
different people. 

Which would you say has been the best tour ? And have you got a favourite country 
you’ve played ? 

The European tour in ’98 when we got to play Belgium , Holland , Germany , Poland and the 
Czech Republic. Our favourite country to play would be a close run thing between Belgium and 
Germany. 

Are there many differences between when you play here and Europe ? 

The crowd tend to get up and dance quicker abroad and don’t seem to need a lot of alcohol and 
you get treated better as a band. 

From the bands you’ve played with over the years which have really impressed you ? 

The bands that have really impressed me are The Beat , Neville Staples , The Specials , The 
Toasters , The Hotknives , Laurel Aitken , The Ventilators , The Selecter , Bad Manners and 
The Splitters. 

What’s fnir opinion on the current state of British Ska ? And how do you think it 
compares to Europe ? The World ? 



I think the current state is pretty good. The crowds are getting good again and all we need is 
the powers that be to stand up and notice. I think that British Ska is probably more melodic 
than other Ska bands across the world. 

And how do you see things going in the future ? 

Hopefully the scene will get stronger and stronger and the general media to hopefully pick up 
on it. I’m sick of hearing about the summer of Ska that never happened. 

What bands around today do you like ? And are there any up ‘n’ coming bands we should 
be looking out for ? 

The Splitters , The Big , Mark Foggo , Two Tonic , The Hotknives etc .. One of the tightest 
bands I’ve seen in ages are The Big. If you get a chance go and see them. They are like Ian 
Dury playing Ska !! 

What’s Ska’d For Life released to date ? And are there any new releases in the pipeline ? 

“Ska’d For Life Live” , “Ska’d For Life Live In St. Agnes” , “Street Life/ Pick It Up” (single) , “Do 
The Ska” (single) , “Sober” (album) , “Teacher” (ep). We have a new album coming out soon. 

And where are your releases / merch available from ? 

All merchandise is available on our website - www.skadforlife.co.uk or at our gigs. 

What’s next for Ska’d For Life ? 

Plenty more gigs , more European gigs and to bring Ska to as many peoples ears as possible. 

Any messages ? 

Keep Skanking !!!! 

Well cheers to Lee for answering the questions and to Tony for sorting it all out - nice 
one !! All the best for the future .. and look forward to hearing the new album when its 
out .

Well Lucky Scars from Tallahassee are a band that 
I’ve heard a lot about so being a nosey bastard I 
thought I’d get in touch with them and find out 
more about 'em and about their forthcoming full 
length .. Sam , Mike and Brandon took time out to 
answer the questions so off we go ... 

Well I see on My Space that you’ve got a full 
length coming out , can you tell us about that 
and when are we likely to see it on sale ? 

We recorded a full length demo. We are currently 
shopping it around and we’ll definatley let you 
know when it gets picked up by a label. 

And I see that you gotta couple of covers on the 
album , Sparrer’s “Because You’re Young” and 
“Born To Run” by Bruce Springsteen , why 
them particular two songs ? 

“Born To Run” is a typical American working class 
story and it was easy for us to identify with it. Cock 
Sparrer are the greatest Oi! band of all time ! They 
were nice enough to let us cover this song and it 
has always been a crowd favourite and it has a lot 
of relevance in our own crew and other scenes 
around the world. 

Going back , when did you guys form and why ? 
And how did you come up with the name Lucky 
Scars ? 

We formed in August of ’05 and played our first 
show in October. We’ve all been members of other 
bands previously and are serious minded about 
what we are doing. Once we had the opportunity to 
play together we realised that our likemindedness 
made for a great line up. We felt Lucky Scars was a 
great name because it symbolises the struggles and 
hardships everyone endures and what doesn’t kill 
you makes you stronger. 

Whats the current line up ? Has it changed 
much since you started out ? 

Brandon - Vocals , Mike - Guitar , Sam - Guitar , 
Scabbs - Bass and Ben - Drums. It’s been the 
same since we started in ’05. 

Who writes the lyrics to the songs ? And where do the idea’s for them come from ? 

Most of the lyrics are written by Brandon with help from other band members. The 
idea’s for lyrics are all from life experiences. 

Do you come up with new songs regularly ? And how do you think your new 
material compares to your older stuff ? 

We constantly write new songs and already have another full length written. The style of 
the new songs haven’t changed but we all feel the quality of the songs have improved 
since the first demo. 

Have you got a favourite Lucky Scars song ? If so , which one and why ? 

Mike - “Whiskey” , Brandon - “Speak Up” and Sam - “Scarred For Life”. 

Whats the scene like in Tally ? Any other bands ? 



We get some great acts through here like Murphys Law , Hudson Falcons and The Street 
Dogs. There are also some great bands from Tallahassee like Switchblade Cheetah and 
County Hell. Tallahassee is in a great location because a lot of major tours come through 
and we get the chance to play with a lot of great bands. 



How about Florida as a whole ? Seems to me you have a healthy thing going on 
down there .. what bands do you like from Florida ? And are there any up ‘n 
coming bands we should be looking out for ? 

We’ve had the opportunity to play in Orlando and Deland and those were both great 
times and had really active scenes. Sick Of Society , Los Greenkardz and Suburban 
Lockdown are all great. 

And what do you think of the scene in the States as a whole ? How do you see it 
going in the future ? 

The scene is experiencing a huge resurgence and we only see it getting better. There’s a 
lot going on musically in the States right now , especially down in Florida there is a large 
show or fest just about every other month with bands from out of state included. 

What bands around in the US do you like at the moment ? 

Hudson Falcons , Bom To Lose , Street Dogs , Templars , Razorblade Handgrenade and 
Sick Of Society. 

What do you think are the best and worst things about todays scene ? 

The best thing about the scene right now is that it is experiencing a huge growth. The 
worst thing is all the commercialism attached to Punk/Oi!. 

Do you get to play shows regularly ? Whats a typical Lucky Scars show like ? 

We play shows all the time and the typical show gets pretty rowdy. Everyone always 
ends up having a great time. Even if they do leave with some lucky scars’ of their own ! 

Are you gonna be playing the second Anti-Racist festival ? 

Absolutley. The first one was great and we made a bunch of friends. It was great to see 
that much unity in the scene. 

Do you get to play outta Florida ? 





We’re currently planning an East coast tour and hope to get across the pond eventually. 



Has there been a favourite show so far ? 

It’s really hard to pick just one favourite show because we enjoy each one so much. 

Apart from the new full length what else have you released ? 

That’s it for this band right now. 

Where do Lucky Scars go from here ? 

We have a new full length we plan on recording in January and hopefully it will get 
picked up by a label. We have some big shows coming up with some great bands such 
as - Murphys Law , Vice Squad , The Templars , Sick Of Society and Hudson Falcons. If 
The Last Resort ever makes it over we hope to get on a few shows of their tour.

Well I gotta admit .. this is fuckin different !! A bloke and his guitar spitting out his hatred of us all .. and 
its quite good to be honest , as well as funny !! Comes on a coloured vinyl and has a funny sleeve cover .. 
all in all not bad , different , and worth a listen !! 




Well I was sent The Styrian Bootboys new full length (cheers David) on ‘Bad Dog Records’ 
and must admit to being mightily impressed .. so when David of ‘Bad Dog Records’ / 
‘Coretex’ asked if I’d be interested in an interview I jumped at the chance .. so I got in 
touch with vocalist Mex and here’s what we ended up with ... 

Right Mex , you’ve not long released a great full length on ‘Bad Dog Records /Coretex’ 
called “Violence & Profit” what do you think of the outcome of the CD and what kind of 
feedback have you had on it ? 

It’s not really released yet , the official release date is the 6 th of October. Sadly there was a little 
mistake because they pressed the wrong version (our unmastered promo). So it could be that the 
release is a little delayed. You may notice it cos the tracklist on the artwork doesn’t match the 
songs on the disc. But it’s been corrected now with the new pressing !! For now we have had 
very good feedback from some fanzines. 

Have you released anything else ? if so , what and how do the earlier releases compare 
with the new full length ? 

We’ve already released a 7” called “Bootboys 96” and our debut record “Bottled With Pride”. 
These releases were recorded when I was playing bass and by our old line up , with our old 
drummer and our 2 former singers. I think we did a good job in changing our line up because 
the new members are more active in writing songs and we are now able to play our instruments 
haha ! The fact is that the former releases are more like the typical raw sound of Oi! from the 
mid 90’s many German bands used to play. The new recordings are more melodic , have more 
sing-a-longs , in my opinion just better than the old crap. I hope that people like it ! 

And where can people get hold of your releases / merchandise ? 

I think we are the only band which hasn’t got any proper merch like t-shirts and so on. I hope 
we get some when the record is out and we do a lot of shows again ..You can buy our records at 
any good mailorder (i.e. ‘Coretex’ , Teenage Riot’ , T)SS Records’ and so on) or you can order it 
via our website www.stvrianbootbovs.com (updated version will be launched soon). 

Going back , when did The Styrian Bootboys form and why ? 

We formed in 1999 and started as an all Skinhead band. We live in a small town in the 
mountains , nothing happens and if your not a fanatic climber or wanderer you’ve not much to 
do at all in your free time , we already had some sort of rehearsal room and so we started to try 
ourselves as musicians. We wanted to sing about things we like and things which piss us off. 
Like the bunch of Nazi Skins around our region and the people within our scene who say that 
they are anti politics but go out drinking with racists. 

And where did the name come from ? 

Stupid name isn’t it ?! No , we were not sure about the band name and when we turned up at 
gigs , when we were young , everybody said “Die Steirabuam san do” it’s slang and means “The 
Styrian boys are here”. It’s the description of the region in Austria where we come from (Styna) 



and so our band name. 

What’s the current line up of the band ? Has it changed much since you started out ? 

The current line up is .. Max (30) - Vocals , Phil (23) - Guitar /Vocals , Gerry (26) - Guitar / 
Vocals , Hannes (22) - Bass and Lukas (19) - Drums / Vocals. It changed pretty much until 
2002 , since then we’ve had a constant line up. From the original line up I am the only 
remaining member (but we never recorded anything). Then before the first recordings my cousin 
Phil joined the band (he’s the only ‘real’ musician because he plays piano like hell !!) and with 
the split of a band called Oi!96 , 2 members of that band joined us and another guy called Chris 
as vocalist. This was the line up for our first recordings , but for some personal and sadly 
because of some political reasons ( as I said we don’t accept fencewalkers who don’t take a clear 
stand against racists and Nazis) Phil and myself decided to start a completely new band with the 
old name of course. All of our ‘new’ members have been friends of ours for years and so it wasn’t 
hard to find the best lads for our current line up.

Have any of you been in bands before ? 

Before the Bootboys , Phil and Hannes played in a band called Public Riot and Gerry played in 
Abteilung Huhn and Nervous Breakdown. Lukas has also had some projects but I don’t know 
the names , just some cool small bands. 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do the ideas for them come from ? 

We are all working on the songs together and everybody gives his ideas to a theme. About 70% of 
the lyrics are written by myself , the others work out the sound. I wanted to do a song about this 
ridiculous conservative Punk thing in the US , the next day Lukas had written some lyrics and 
guitar tabs and we had a new song .. When I get stuck with some lyrics the others help me out 
and so everybody is involved. The lyrics are just about everyday life and politics... 

Do you find it easy to come up with new material ? And how do you think your new stuff 
compares to your older songs ? 

Every day gives you new material for new songs , if it’s the daily news or you hang out drunk 
with your friends and talk shit. You’ve material everywhere , but you have to find it. It’s not 
really easy., the new songs are much more melodic. 

You sing in English why is that ? 

You’ve to write really good lyrics if you want to sing in German , and for music we don’t like to 
use our native language. 

On your CD you do a great cover of The Buzzcocks “Ever Fallen In Love” , do you play 





many covers ? 

Playing covers is the best way to get positive feedback from an audience when you play live. If 
someone doesn’t know your band and he turns up at one of your gigs you can be sure that he 
knows some classics ! We regularly do some covers at our shows. We played “Ever Fallen In 
Love” the first time at a squat in Italy and the people really liked it , so we decided to put it on 
the record. 

Do you play gigs regularly ? Whats it like for venues in Austria ? Do you have a favourite 
venue ? 

If we can manage it with our jobs we play as much as possible but if we do more than 10 shows 
a year in Austria it would get boring ! We haven’t got enough venues and most people , especially 
in our region , are more into Emo and the Garage thing rather than Streetpunk or similar music. 
I think most of the trendy boys and girls are afraid of meeting Skinheads and Punks at a show !! 
In Graz it’s more like an ‘in thing’ than a way of living/thinking. Of course there are some great 
people but for our second biggest city not enough. In Graz I like ‘the Explosiv’ best , and in 
Vienna there’s The Movimento’ and The Arena’. 

From the gigs you’ve played has there been a favourite ? 

Every gig we’ve done has been fun , but I learned not to drink too much before a show. That 
always ends in disaster. We had one gig with a load of well known German bands 2 years ago , 
where every band was fucked up by the promoter. No money , no food , no drinks and no place 
to sleep as the bands drove hours to get there. The Broilers then took this fucker on stage and 
told the audience about what happened and that they’re not going to play. So it didn’t look too 
good for this guy but at the end the only thing that happened was that he pissed and shit his 
pants and all the bands did a great show. There was even a report on a well known radio station 
so I don’t think that he will be organising a gig again !! 

If you had the chance to play with any band who would it be and why ? 

We like to play with every band , but if I had to pick it would be Cock Sparrer. 

Whats the scene like in Austria ? And how do you see it going in the future ? 

It’s a small but fine one , everybody knows each other , like a big family ! It’s got better and 
better over the last 10 years and the trendies within will disappear as they always have. The only 
sad thing about it is that there are hardly any young kids , so the whole ‘scene’ is getting ‘older’. 
A large number including me are aged 30 and over ! 

Are there any other Austrian bands we should be looking out for ? 

In my opinion we have some really good ones like Bounz The Ball , Battle Cruisers , Strikeback , 
Crossfire , Silver City , Vacunt , Wiens No. 1 , Blowjob Bastards , Chaos Messerschmitt , Sense 
Of Justice , Tinitfax , First Class ... to name but a few. 

What do you think of the current European/world scene ? And what bands around today 
do you listen to ? 

It’s great and through the internet , everybody gets a little closer !! I remember the times when I 
received letters from Hungary and had to order my records via snailmail. But now it’s a lot easier 
We listen to everything from Psychobilly to Ska to Hardcore to Oi!. From the bands around today 
Bonecrusher , Angel City Outcasts , The Briggs , The Addicts , Discipline , Janitors , Brigada 
Flores Magon , Kill Your Idols , Social Distortion .. way too many to mention. 

What’s currently in your CD player/ on your record player ? 

The Toy Dolls - “Turtle Crazy”. 

What’s next for The Styrian Bootboys ? 

We hope to play some shows , write new songs for the next record and sell a million copies of 
“Violence & Profit”. 

Any messages ? 

Thank you very much for the interview and the interest in our band. And cheers to all the 
readers of ‘Oi! Warning’. 

Well I gotta say a hearty cheers to Mex for doing the interview ( and with a broken wrist - 
hope its okay now now mate !). Like I said “Violence & Profit” is a great album and if you 
ain’t heard it yet go get it !!! Look forward to hearing more of you lads in the not too 
distant future Mex .. all the best !

Our first reCease was a Rogues tribute 7” that we put out ourseCves in 2003. 

“j Association ” , our first fuCC Cength came out on ‘Longshot’ in 2004 and then the 
“Dead Men Are 3 -Ceavier Than Broken J-fearts” 7” in 2005. AVe’re hoping to do a 
spCit 7” with our good friends in 3 -Costage Life sometime in the near future but I 
think that it’CCbe a year or so untiCwe record a new aCbum. 

I’d say you have your own very unique sound drawn from many influences , 
that sounds different was this intentional ? And where do you draw your 
musicaC inf Cuences from ? 

I wouldn’t necessardy say that evidence for unique inf Cuences was intentionaC 
but it’s definatCey inevitabCe. Our music has always been grounded in Runk Rock

but most Cy for it’s intensity ancCnot at aCC because we Cisten to a band bike The 
eCash or The Ramones and say “bet’s do a song bike that !”. Tersonabby , I bisten to 
mostby Bbues , Reggae and fobk and the rest of the band is equabby as eccbectic 
with their bistening so it makes sense that our sound is different than from a 
band who bistens to music that is identicab to what they p bay. 

1 What bands do you bisten to and which woubd you say have influenced you , 
musicabby or otherwise ? 

As I said, we abb bisten to bots of different stuff so I can onby speak for myseCf. Lots 
ofDebta and Country 'Bbues bike Bukka 1 White , Skip James and Mississippi John 
Mart , 70’s Reggae bike Lee Terry , Big youth and Max Romeo. I bove The Who , 
The Rogues , Tom Waits , 50’s Top , 6o’s Soub and Lnnio-Morricone ’s soundtracks. 
There’s a handfub of Bunk bands that I bove too bike The Mips , The Radiators and 
Bad Brains and I think that abb of the above have shaped our sound at beast a bit. 
Who writes the byrics ? And where do their ideas come from ? Is it hard to come 
up with new songs ? 

I write abb of the byrics and the ideas come from abb over the pbace. A bot of the 
songs are introspective and serve as outbets for inner turmoib whereas others are 
stories with absobutbey no personab context. Sometimes coming up with new 
materiab is extremeby chabbenging and other times it’s not. To me , writing a song 
is bike taking a shit. If it’s not time , you can’t force it because you’d endup very 
disappointed. Inversely , sometimes I have to abandon whatever I happen to be 
doing in order to devote my attention to a new byricab or musicab idea that comes 
to me. I’d spare you the shit simibiefor the batter case !! 

Mow would you say your newer materiab compares to your obder stuff ? 

It’s not TMAT different but I think that the newer stuff, in addition to being 
more mature and performed more skidfudy , goes a bit further in whatever 
direction it is were taking it. Consequently , I feeb that “Rum Runner In (Juns At 
Cyrano’s” is the best thing that we’ve done to date. 

Move you p bayed many shows ? And do you get top bay regubarby ? 

I have no idea how many shows we’ve p bayed but it’s been bots and bots over the 
bast 5 years. When we’re not touring , we actuabby try topbay onby once every 
coup be of months in Calgary and maybe a coup be out of town weekend dates so 
that our hometown doesn’t get tired of us and so that we can keep up in schoob 
and stuff. Mow ever , we do try to tour as much as much as possibbe. 

Mas there been a favourite show to date ? 

I’d be hard pressed to pick a favourite show but there ’s definatbey a few that 
standout. Toronto andWinnepeg on our bast tour were exceptionabby fun. I 
remember Roddy’s Day ’04 to be excebbent. We actuabby just p bay ed a show in 
Canmore bast week that was a great time too. Lots and bots. 

Do you get topbay outta your hometown a bot ? Out of Canada ? 

I think I’ve already taken care of the first part. The onby country that we’ve ever 
pbayed is the JLS but I know that I can confidentby speak for us abb when I say we 
woubd LOTT topbay Bur ope. 

What’s the scene bike in Canada at the moment ? And how do you see it going in 
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t He future ? 

Calgary’s so Huge and sprawCing that it's extremeCy difficuCt to provide a cogent 
scene report for tHe country in generaC. I can say tHat t Here’s Coads of great 
Hands tHat are reCativeCy unknown Because from city to city , Because of tHe 
mdes tHat separate tHem , tHe scene isn’t overCy tight. THe resuCt is tHat usuaCCy 
wHen an awesome Band sHows up in some town , noBody knows wHo tHe sHit they 
are ! There are exceptions of course But I’d say that the Biggest proBCem is the 
Cack of enthusiasm on the part of the listener. I mean , I snuck into the 'Rancid 
show the other night and they were p Baying this gargantuan Had and they sold it 
out , packed to the tits 2 nights in a row. So the kids ART listening to Tunk Rock , 
they Haven’t ALL gone the way of the J-CitCer Hairstyle and the screamo sound , 
But I wish to christ that just 10% of those Bastards would check out the CocaC scene 
to see what’s going on. Sorry aBout the rant l 

And what Bands around in Canada at the moment should we Be keeping an ear 
open for ?

Well I’d heard the name of Insurgent a few times , so alter checking ‘em out on My Space I got in touch.with 
'em about an interview .. Guitarist Alan got back to me and here’s the end result ... 

So , when did Insurgent form and why ? And where’d the name come from ? 

We had our first jam on November 16"’ last year , after Jamie and our old drummer Joe were looking to start a 
new band and asked Paul and myself if we wanted to jam with them , dungs clicked straight away .. We all 
wanted a simple and straight to the point name , so I came up with Insurgent , in these troubled times I think 
it’s important for people to unite and stand against what we know is wrong , so Insurgent fits pretty well , die 
people need to rise up and fight back !! 

And what’s the current line up ? Has this always been the line up ? 

The line up is Jamie - Vocals , Alan (me) - Guitar , Paul - bass and Matt - Drums , Matt only joined a mondi 
or so back alter our original drummer left , diings are going great ! 

You’re on the lookout for a second guitarist , any luck yet ? 

We’ve had a few people contact us , but we’re in no rush .. Finding a new drummer was more important , so 
we’ve been concentrating on that , getting everything tight and working on new material. We might start 
looking for a guitarist again , but like I said we’re in no rush. 



Have any of you played in bands previous to joining Insurgent ? 

I think at one time or anodier all of us have played in bands before we started Insurgent , so we’ve all had 
plenty of experience , I think tiiat’s why tilings have moved so fast. 

I understand some of die band also play in other bands , can you tell us about them ? Is it hard work playing 
in 2 bands at the same time ? (W ell not at the same time but you know what I mean !) 

I play guitar in a Grindcore band called Pigscum from time to time , we’re not as active as we used to be , 
wliicli is why I got togetiier with the guys to start Insurgent , eidier band has yet to clash , so it’s not been a 
problem juggling the two. 

Who writes the lyrics and where do their ideas come from ? 

Jamie writes all the lyrics. The songs deal widi topics diat are relevant to our day to day lives , socio-political 
commentary , belief in ones sell , die day to day struggle that each of us face , we try to give a positive message. 
Have you got a favourite Insurgent song ? 

We just finished one , it doesn’t have a title yet , but I diink it’s our best work , can’t wait to play it live ! 

What bands do you listen to ? And which ones would you say have influenced you die most ? 

We all have varied tastes , everytiiing from hardcore to Techno , but as far as inlluences , bands like Strife and 
Biohazard introduced me to Hardcore , so diat started it all. Just die energy and message that hardcore bands 
put across is what got me into die scene , so we just try and carry on diat message. 

Do you try and come up with new lyrics fairly regularly ? 

Yeah , we’re always writing and working on new material , so jamie is always coming up with new stuff as we go 
, we all work togetiier to make sure it all sounds right , so tilings change from week to week. 

Have you played many gigs to date ? With the likes of who ? 

Having only been togetiier for a year , I diink we’ve played quite a few , yeah. Our first gig was widi Shattered 
Realm , that was awesome , playing with someone we all looked up to. We’ve played a few more shows widi 
American bands like CDC , Seventii Star .. and we done a small tour of die UK back in die summer , so we 
got die chance to play alongside a few odier UKHC bands like Taking Names , TRC , Your Demise and 
Prowler , wliicli again was amazing ‘cause diese bands have been doin’ diis for years , representing UKHC and 
tiiat’s somediing we’ve always wanted to be a part of. 

Has there been a favourite gig so far ? 



Any time we’ve played Essex it’s been amazing , it’s like a second home to us now , we always get treated great 
and die crowd reaction is insane , quite scary actually halia. 

From the bands you’ve played alongside who have impressed you the most ? 

We’ve had die chance to play with up ‘n’ coming London band Sullen a few times , everyone needs to check 
them out ! Death Metal/Grindcore type stuff , amazing !! We played a few shows with 8 Control from lrance 
on the tour as well , great guys .. Your Demise are awesome as well , really up-beat , in your face Hardcore , 
our buddies Dispatch and 21 Meadow Street from Wales as well , and of course our homies By My Hands , 
all amazing bands ! Halia I could go on forever .. 

Are there any bands you haven’t played with but would love to ? 

Strife , Until Hie End , Biohazard .. halia we’re happy to play anywhere widi anyone who will have us , it’s 
more about the crowd than the otiier bands when we play .. It’s always good to see great bands for free dio’ !! 
Do you play outside Glasgow / Scodand very often ? 

Yeah , it’s always great to play local shows for our friends , but Glasgow doesn’t have much of a Hardcore 
scene so we get received better in places like London , so we try and get about as much as we can , we’re 
hoping to get anodicr UK tour booked in early 2007. 



You’ve got a demo out , whats the feedback been like on that ? Where can people get hold of it ? 

The feedback has been amazing , people from America and Europe have messaged us saying they love the 
songs , so I’m blown away .. I just wanted to play shows for my friends , so it’s a lot more than I could of 
hoped for ! We sell demo’s at shows , and there is a link on our MySpace page where you can order it 
dirough pay pal .. and if you live in Glasgow ‘Avalanche Records’ have a few copies as well. 

Have you released anything else to date ? Are there any releases planned for the near future ? 

The songs on the demo are die first lour songs we wrote , so we’ve not had anydiing else to record halia .. 
We’re currendy working on material for a split with Immortal Rites from Essex diat should be coming out on 
‘Three Swords Records’ in early 2007 hopefully. 

Whats the scene like in Glasgow ? Any other bands we should know about ? 

There is a great scene in Glasgow , widi some awesome bands , all pretty tightly knit. As far as Hardcore goes 
By My Hands are die daddies ! Heavy as fuck , great guys ! Broken Oath have made quite a name for 
themselves as well , and Burning Scars Of Betrayal are making some waves , so check them out ! We owe a lot 
to bands like Co-Exist , they pretty much started the Glasgow scene and as well being some of our friends they 
were a great inspiration to me when I was a kid getting into local bands .. Everyone needs to check out the 
February Solution as well . crazy progressive Metalcore , if diere is any justice , these guys will be huge ! 

Whats your opinion on the current UK scene ? And how would you like to see it go in the future ?

I tliink the UK scene is great right now , there are some amazing bands kicking about , and finally some are 
starting to get some notice , especially in Scotland. I just wish the kids would pay more attention to their local 
scenes , there are bands a hundred times better right on their front door , than die shit that’s passed of as 
talent from oversea’s ! 

What do you think are the best and worst things about todays scene ? 

The best tiling is die bands lor sure , and die feeling of unity and support we all give each other. The worst 
thing is diese fashion kids who are only along for the ride ‘til die next bandwagon swings by , sliit like diat 
pisses me oft no end. 

What’s Insurgent got planned for the future ? 

Record our next CD and to play as many shows as we can !!
